THE ‘Tract here presented to the reader is from a 
copy believed to be unique, preserved in the Librarr 
bequeathed to the British \useum br the will of the 
Inter Fist on. Thomas Giennillé, in 16 FH à 
from the press of Richard Prmson, and was entirely 
unknown to Ames when he published his ‘Trpogra- 
phical Antiquities,” as well as to Herbert and to Dr. 
Dibdin when editing the subsequent editions of that 
work. 

The author of this Journal, for such it really is, was 
the Chaplain to Sir Richard Gurlforde by whom the 
pilgrimage was undertaken; further than this we are 
without information, as even his name is unrecorded. 

Sir Richard Guylforde was a person of known emi- 
nence; of a good familr, as the pedigree which accom- 
pauies tlus preface will explain ; and one of those who, 
upon tlie usurpation of Richard the Thid, quickly 
espoused the cause of the Earl of Richmond. Polvdore 
Vergil mentions him expreselv among those whom Sir 
Reginald Bray brought into his lure, taking an oath 
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{rom them to be true and secret ;: but Si Richard 
GuvHorde’s father had been comptroller of the house- 
hold to Ædvaid'ihe Fonith. and 11 is more probable 
that. knowing as thex well did the means br which 
richard had mounted the throne, ther fell readilv into 
defection, without the necessitr of previous lure. 

Father and son, at the same moment. raised forces 
oncle Eul of lüichmond'antéent; and on the Duke 
of Buckingham s defeat were both included br name

the honour of kmghihood.® There is no mention of 
him at Boswomh; but through the reign of Henry 
the Serenth, as far 4s his twenty-first vear, Sir Fachard 
Gusoidemvas the object of contmued favonr. On the 
JS etember, ASS LE CéeNed the e cu oo 
the royal manor of Kenninogton, where Henry took 
up his residence previous to his coronation. On the 
2nd of October following he was made one of the Cham- 
berlains of the Exchequer;° subsequent to which, on 
the &th March, we find him Master of the Ordnance

ON ete PR neNt  cAVSuthe 
Chaplain, ‘fin Passion-week, that was the Sth day 
of April, in the 21st year of the reign of Heurr the 
Serenth, the rear of our Lord God 1506, about ten of 
the clock that night, we shipped at Rrve, in Sussex; 
and landed at Kyriell im Normandr the next day about 
HOON. 

The only person of comparative importance who 
accompanied Sir Richard Gaxklord on this journer, was 
the Prior of Giseburn, in Yorkshire; who, as far as the 
mention of him is concerned, is noticed onlr by his 
official title. His name was John Whithr. From the 
Register of the See of Lincoln he appears in fact to have

Sir Richard Guvldeforde had scarcelr reached the 
land of his hope in August, 1506, when he fell ill upon 
the rond between Jafla and Jerusalem. 

« Sonday at night we touk our journer toward Jerusalem : and l'ecause 
both mv en 0 master Prior of Gishurn were sore sick, therefore, with 
great diSeuhx amd outrageous cost, we purveyved camels for them, and 
certzin Marmalukes 16 conduet them in safctv to Jerusalem. which entreatcd 


us very evil. and 100k much more for their pain than their covenant was.” 


In the account of the lola ONE SRE Se 
SORTE mentionced, in general termes, as making 
the visits, and receivmeg reliques: but no individual no- 
tice occurs either of Sn: Richard Guyldeforde or of his

“ Soudav ihe Gih div of September. We went all to Mounte Svon to 
masse: and the same day we dined with the Warden end friars there, 
where we bad à right honest dinner : anû or then we rose from the board, 
the Warden rose from the board, and tvok a Lasin full of folden papers 
with reliques in each of them. and so he went endlong the cloister there 
we sat at the table. and dealt to every Palgrim as he passed a paper with 
reliques 6f the holr places about Jerusalem, which we tcok us devoutlr as 
we couid, and thanks accorcing.” 


Then follow these threc paragraphe : 


“ The Saturday hefore, Master Prior of Giseborough deceased. about two 


or three of the clock at afiernoon, and the same night late he was had to 
Mount von and 1hcre buried. 


And this same Sunçuv at night, about one or two of the ciock at after 
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midnight. my Master, Sir Richard Guvlford, whom God assoile, deceased, 
and wes had the same morning to Mount Syon aforesaid. 

‘+ And the same Monday, Our Ladv's even, the Nativity, all the Pil- 
crims come to Mount £von, to the burving of my said Master Gurlford, 
where was done by the friars as much solemn service as misht be done for 
E‘m : and this was the 7th dar of September.” 


Sir Richard Gurlforde’s will was proved 10th AMar, 
1508. He devises to his wife fiftr marks yearlr for her 
dower, and the residue to his son Edward. No men- 
tion of the journer to Palestine; nor anything beyond 
the terms of ordinarr bequest. 

His first wife was Anne daughter and her of John 
Pinpe of Rent: His second, Joan, nas sister to Sir 
Nicholas, afterwards the first Lord Vaux. 

This second alliance accounts for the civihities which 
were shewn to Sir Richard and his part br the family 
of the Pallaticini.

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Two other passases shew the attention which the 
pilsvims still reccived, after Sir Richard Gurylfordes 
death. from Sir Christopher Pallavicino, who bad him- 
self followed them upon pilsrimage. INNGPEERErS 

“ And when we had thus sped our pilgrimages with great watch, haste, 
and Jabour, there come to Jerusalem a nobleman of Milan. calied my Sir 
Christopher de Palvasvn, which passed with us in our gellv from Venice to 
the Rhodes. and there he left our gallr, and took another ship to Alexandria 
and to Carve, purposing to have gone br that way 10 S:, Katherine’s Monnt, 
but he found that passage so dangerous. finding no sure conduete, that he 
durst venture no farther thar way than to Cayre, but from thence he re- 
turned to Jerusalem. and arrived there before our departure from thence : 
and after that the said mx Sir Christopher was at a point and agreement 
with our patron 10 pass again with his galley to Venice. They both en- 
treated us pilcrims in good and fair manner to be content to tarry still at 
Jerusalem unto the time the said mr Sir Christopher might do his pilerim- 
age there and visit the holv places, whereunto we all agreed and were con- 
tent with much the better good will because we were glad and desirous to 
see and visit more oftener the hulv places there: and soit fell that by means 
of the company of the said nobleman, and some part for our manev, we had 
eftsones licence to enter into the Temple of the Holv Kepulchre other three 
sundry pirbts, and to visit again such other hols places as we had devotion 
unto, and also io seek and visit divers pilerimages and holr things that we 
had not seen before.”

“ When we were thus at Corfu, my Sir Christopher Palvesvn, a noble- 
Wan of Milan. and sundrv other of the best passengers in our gallev, seeing 
the great fear and trouble that we had often been in, and in what peril and 
danger we had been manr times put 10 by sundry storms ; considering also 
the great controversics, variances, strifes, and discorses that were alwar 


between the wavernors and the master inarimers of our galles in every such 
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etorm and peril: seeing also that there wanted manv mmariners and saliottes 
that ought to be in the said gailer, throuch covetousness and wretchedness 
of the patron cf the same, Fr re&con whereof there was not help suffcient 
to covern and rule tre saiû gallev in the w.oter weather: for the which con. 
2 my Sir Ceristorber Paivesra, and the best paseencers aforesaid, 
left and forsook our galier and gai 1hemself into one of the gallevs of 
Trafigo, called Coniervn. for their better speed and more suretx.”

IMhose maue at home were chiefiwto hinesMonaints. 
crto nelen The Cantorbumnlmimase and that ro 
our Ladr of Walsingham, were probably the most popu- 
lu. Chaucer has perpetuated the remembrance of the 
Old inuS DC oo 

The Pilgrimages made to other countries were chicfir 
those to Commpostella, 10 Rome, and to Jerusalem. Com- 
postela in Gallicia was the nearest ; and in the fifieenmth 
centurr the chartering of vessels to convey pilgrims to 
the Shrine of St. Juimes occurs verr frequentilr upon the 
uMMEnCeonts: 

The journey to Jerusalem took no small sum of moner 
to accomplish. Bromypton tells us that in 1170, when 
Richard the First arrived at Marseilles, he found many 
pilgrims who had waïted so long for a sca passage to the 
Holr Land, that their funds had become exbausted. 

What a journer to the Holy Land was in the eleventh 
centur we learn from Ingulphus. After erowing un- 
popular as the minister of William duke of Normandry, 
who had carried hhn from England in 1051, he asked 
leave to go on a pilsrimage to Jerusalem, accompanied 
bhanarrenmoi tuinin crman Rrigits Anders The 
aitendant pilgrims at one time amounted to seven thou-

‘Et tandem de triginta cquitibus, qui de Xor- 
mannia pingues exivimus, vix viginti pauperes pere- 
erini, et omnes pedites, macie multa attenuati, reversi 
sumus.

Edward the Third proposed a vovage thereto: but the

As a general fashion, pilgrimages to the Holr Land 
ceased with us about the time of Henry the Fifth. 

À few instances however of English travellers to that 
country are found in later time. Such were William 
Wer, fellow of Eton College, who celebrated mass cui 
cautu organico at Jerusalem in 1472. He went the 
joummer twice, and his Itineraries of both journers are 
preserved in the Bodleian librarr. The latest instance 
is probablr that of Svr Richard Torkrngton, parson of 
Aluberton in Norfolk, who went to Jerusalem in 1517, 
a portion of whose narrative was printed in the Gentle-

The reader is, of course, acquainted with the ‘Opus 
transmarinæ Peregrinationis ad venerandum et glorio- 
cum Sepulchrum dominicum in Jherusalem.” br Bern- 
hard de Brerdenhach, fol. Mogunt. 1486. Breydenbach 
was the Dean of Mentz; and his work is beliered to be 
the first Book of travels that was printed. He carricd 
out à draughteman with him, of the name of Erhard 
Rewick, from whose designs numerous woodcuts illus- 
trate the \ olume.

Saterdave was the feeste of seynt Antonv, whiche was 
a Grev Frere. and \verh rychtfawre at the Gres Mréres fhere 
There was the same daye a solempne processron, where at were 
borne many relvques, and the noumbre of doctoures of Cruyle 
and phyrsrk was grete excedrnglr. In the sayde processyon we 
vysyrted there many sevntes and relyques, as seynt Luke and 
seynt Mathye, whiche bothe ]ve in the abbev of sarnt Justyne 
vyrgyn, à place of Bleke Monkes, ryght delectable, and also solv- 
tarve: there be two tables of our blessvd Ladv, which sevnt Luke 
paynted with his awne handes at Padowa. Also we sawe the 
toumbes of Antenore 6f Trove and of Frtus Lruvus. 
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The Mondave folowvnge, that was the dave of Viti and Modestr, 
and the .xv]. day of June, we retournyd ayen ta Venys, whiche 
day was a grete trrumphe and Feste there in remembraüce of a 
Victorve thotithe Venvcyans HEdA° same dax inegetiynre of 
Padowa. They went ouer y‘ wéter to the churche of the sayvde 
Seyntis, whiche is an arme of te see, vpon a brygge ladre and 
made of Galves: and so ther do ever whan the Duke and the 
Senvourve shall passe the same water. 

The relyques at Üenvce can not be noumbred. There lveth 
saynt Elvn, savnt Barbara, sernt Roke, seynt Zachary, sevnt 
Jeruas, and Prothase, and many other sevnte and grete relrques, 
and at the monastery of sernt Nvrcholas there lreth the holr body 
of sevnt Nycholas, as they save. 

There be also in the churche of sernt Marke many grete relrques 
and jevellé. There is a grete chéles of fyne gold of curious werke, 
set with many precious stones, wäiche is in heyght 1]. querters af 
a verde; it is to large to vse at masse, but they use it in achorn- 
vnge the aulter at pryneyrpall trmes, and in theyr processvon on 
Corpus Xpi day. ‘There be also two grete candvlstykes amonge 
other of a wonderfull gretenesse. v' be rvght curyouslr wrought, 
and ere fvne golde, garnysshed ouer all with stones of grete prvee. 

There be also .xij. crownes of frne golde, and .xij. pectorals, and 
a ryche cappe whiche euerr Duke is corowned with at his first in- 
trononyzacion; the pryce of all whiche crownes, pectorales, and 
cappe is inestymable, for ther be full set with precrous stones of 
the gretest valoure that may be. 

Atthe Archynale there be closed within, alwave in a redvnesse 
to set forth whan they woll, an .c. galves, grete bastardes and 
sotell, besydes all tho that be in vorage and in the hauen. 

There be workvnge daviy at te same Archynale, in a place v! 
is in lengthe .M.Ixxx. fote, moo than an .c. men and women that 
do no thvnge but davly make ropes and cables. 

Item, amonge all wondre and straüge ordvnaüce that we sawe 
there, bothe for see and lance, witn all maner Artvllarr and Ir.zvnes 
that mar be deuysyd, préncrpalir we noted 1j. peces of artrliarr. 
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wherof one was a pece of ordrnaunce of brasse for a Galv bastarde, 
to be deuvded in two peces of .xij.M.cccc. and .xIx. pounde 
werght, with a stopel made br a vrce, and the sarde stopell joyned 
by vyce, whiche shoteth of vrron .c.l. pounde weveght, and the 
savde shot of vrron 1s .xxviiy. vnches aboute. This pece is .xxwii. 
fote of lengthe, and is called a Basvlvske, and is for the see. 

An other pece there is for the londe, for a sege, deuvded in .nj. 
pece, to be joyned by vrces, wevinge .xxxvh}. werghte. and bervth 
of lengthe .xx111]. fote, aud shoteth a stone of irron of .1j. fote depe. 

The rvchesse, the süptuous buvldvrnge, the relvgvous houses, 
aud the stablysshvnge of their justyces and counceviles, with all 
other thyng£ y! maketh a cvtie glorious, surmoüteth in Venyse 
aboue all places 4° euer [| sare. 4% And specvally at 17. festis 
wherat we were present. The one was upon the Ascencion dave, 
whiche daye the Duke, with a greate tr;umphe and solempnrte, 
with all the Sevgnvourv, went in their Archa triumphali, which is in 
maner Of a Galve of a straüge facyon and wonder statelv, &c.; and 
so rowed out into y“ see with assystence of their patriarche, and 
there spoused v® see with a rvnge. The spousall wordes be, “In 
signü veri ppetui q, Domini.”* And therwith the Duke lete fall the 
rynge in to the see. ‘The processe and cerimonves wherof were to 
longe to wryte, &c. 

he other feeste was on Corponis Xpi day. Where was the most 
solempne procession that euer I sawe. There went Pagentis of y° 
olde lawe and the .newe, joynyvnge togvther the frgures of the 
blessrd sacrament in suche noumbre and soo apte and conuenvent 
for that feeste y‘ it wold make any man joyous to seit. And ouer 
that it was a grete maruevle to se the grete noumbre of relygrous 
folkes, and of scoles that we call bretherhede or felxsshrps, with 
thevr deuvses, whiche all bare Ivght€ of wondre goodlr facron, 
and bvtwene euerv of the pagentis went lytell children of bothe 
kvndes, glorvousir and rvchelr dressvd. berynge in their hande 
in riche cuppes or other vessaylles some pleasaüt floures or other 
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well smellrnge or riche stufe, dressed as aunselles to adorne the 
savde processron. The forme and mener therof excedvd all other 
that euer Î sawe so moche that F can not writeit. * The Duke 
sat in sevnt Markes churche in rvght lLvghe estate. with 4l] the 
Sergnvourve, and 4h the prlarvmes were present. The Dake thus 
sritvnre, the sitde pcessvon come br hym, and byganne to passe 
br aboute .vij. of the cloke, and it was passed .xij. or the savde 
processyon inyght come vones aboute, passrnge by as faste as they 
mysht goo but one trme. There was greate honoure done to the 
Prlervines, for we all moste and leste wente all there rexte the 
Duke in the savü processvon, brfore all the lordes and other estait. 
with Ivghte also in our landes of wexe, of the fresshest formvnge. 
veuen vnto vs brthe mynvéters nf ihe sayde procvesvon. 

Mhrles eme at Venysr we uent also 10 Mestres- where st 
lewes dell: 10 Murvan,/where ther make classes 20010 inans 
abbeys and houses of relvzvon that stonde in the see; and srete 
marvervle it is to se therm stande in suche places, and the beautv, 
costelr burldrnge, and v° relygvous Îvfe that ter kepe in the 
same, &cC. 


Frsdive the rhirde dûve of Jules the Galve dépted ih all the 
prigrrmes oute at the hauen at Venvce and fell to an ancre in the 
rôde il]. or .v. mvle without the Castelles that stance at the 
mouthe of the savd haren, and there we lay all nrght: and Sater- 
dave, the Au. day of Julr, in the mornynge, we made sayle, and 
with scarce wrnde come to Parence in Hvstrya the Sondare, 
aboute .1j. of the cloke at after noone, whiche is an .c. mrle frome 
Venys: there Ireth säctus Mauricius. And there we lay vnto 
Mondaye at nyght, at whiche trme we Jlodged our self in the Galve. 
And erlv on the Tewvsdar, whiche was seynt Thornas dave, we 

1ade sayle, and passed by the costes of Slauonr and Hystria 

with easv wynde : the same dev we passed by Pole, which is aboute 

xxx. myle from Parence. and a good hauen, for many shyppes and 
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œalves touclie tlere rather then at Parence. We passed also by 


the gulfe of Sene, that is the entre into Hungarv. 


Wednysdare at nvzht we came to the hauen of Jarre, and Jay 
jn our Galve &il that nyght, hr cause it was late or we come into 
the rode. 


Thursézre erlx we went on londe, and herde masse and visvted 
the sayntes and relvques there, as sevnt Syrmeon Justus, that 
ne Crea outre tue Nm dave altem bis byrbennto 5 
Dép ENT donnait RC ln tie met hurche 
in the He oh culter. lveth also seyvnt Joell x° nrophete. This 
Janeenedan SCD \lenronr Parénee, This Jarre is a stronge 
Nalled tune endisinuyrounde with the sce ./Mhe simeMpors- 
day, above iii. of the eloke at after noone, we made saxle: and 
on Satercave we came tothe vie of Lyssa, where we tarved that 
nyght. Some of +s went to the lande to the vyilage, whiche is 
right Ivtel Worthe: hit is vnder the Menysians. 


Sondav in tlke mornvnge, that was the .x1]. dar of Jul, we made 
savle anG lefte the castell and towne of Lesana on the lefte hande 
vpon the ferme londe, where we wolde haue ben but the wynde 
wolde not serue. Hit is also vnder the domynyon of the Venv- 
svans. This eyte is an .c. mvle from Jarre, and in the countrey 


f Dalmacia 


Lpon Wednyrsdar, the .xv. dave of Julv, we come to the moste 
stronge and myghtr towne called Arragonse, in the coûtre of Sla- 
vanve or Dzlmacie, and in the prouynce of the royalme of Croncie. 
Thev hoide of noo man but of theym selfe, saffe they pay tribute 
to the Turke. whiche marcheth within halfe a myle of the same 
towne. It is the strongest towne of walles, towres, bulwerke, 
waiches, and wardes that euer Ï sawe in all mv lrfe. Itis also 
rvche and favre in süptuous buvidrnge, with maruevlous strengthe 
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and beautve, together with manv favre Cliurches and glorious 
houses of relvgvon. There be also many relvques, as the hed and 
the arme of sernt Blase, whiche is there patron: an häde with 
parte of the arme of sevnt John Baptvste, some what seurcherde 
with the frre as it was brente: the clothe that seynt Symrvon re- 
cerued our Sauvoure upon in his armes whan he was bsented into 
the Temple: with many otler grete relyques. 


Upon Thursdave at uyvght we slept in the Galye; and on Frv- 
daye erly we made sayle. This cytie is .v..c. myle from Venvce. 
Aboute .xxx. myle br vonde Arazunse endeth Sclauonva and be- 
gvnneth Albanve, at the towne of Budna. 


Saterdav, the .xviij. dave, we aproched nvuhe to the vle of Cer- 
fona; how be it x° wynde was so scarce and calme that we coude 
not come to the towne of Corfone tyil Monday avenst nvght, at 
whiche tviné se landrd there. and it Was thé <%, dave of Jui, 
There be 1]. stronge castelles stondvnge upon two rokkes. "Thev 
holde of the Venveyans. and Î trowe thev haue noo where so 
stronge a place. Ïtis in Grece, and the Turkes mayne lande lveth 
within .ij, or .ij. mvrle of therm; and as by force to auy mannvs 
syghte the sayde Castelles be imprrgnable, and thev be farnysshed 
with ordynaunce accordynglr. And vndoubted the savde Cor- 
fona is the kev, entre, and holde for the suertye of the sayde 
Venverans galves and shvppes, and countre, aboue and before any 
ather that they haue in those parives. And at the sayd Corfona 
they speke all Greke, and be Grekes in dede. We founde there 
rype smalle raysons that we calle revsons of Corans, and ther 
growe chefiv in Corvnthv. called nowe Corona, in \Morea, to 
whome sernt Poule wrote sondrr epvstolles. And this Curfois 
the rte vle 0! Grece. and it 18 from Aracons. 1} ©, invle, At 
this Corfona we were aduertrsed of certayne ‘furkes Fustis that av 
for vs in oure wave, and therfore the Patron of the Gälve and euerr 
man purueved to be redv as defensvble as myght be. 
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delvns daye, mecehired ro Cor fona aboute Hponticirthecioke 
at after noone, with an easy wvrnde, and salvd stxll in alto pelaso, 
leuvnge Grece on y‘ lefte ñande and Barbarv on the ryght hande. 
Vtt bloucMmicre ot the Durkese=ntaras burvilate Cents 
cyans. but novwe ihe T'urke hatheit; there croweth moche Romner 
and Maluesex. Tunis Mofona is .ccc. myle from Corfona, and 
from Modona tu Candve is other .ccc. mvle. We passed open 
before Modona vpon Mondave that was tie .xxvij. dave of Julre 
This Modona ïs in Morrea. wlhiche Morrea stondeth within the 
prouvnce of Achzva, that nowe is called Albania in some parte, 
and it is juste in cornu Achave. This Morrea is a plentvous 
countrev, and älmoste inurrounde with the see, excepte one strake 
Of a .v}. mvie brude, wliiche veueth entre into Grecia, that x° 
lurke hathe. Tnere stance within the eountre of Morrea menv 
grete cyties, townes, anc castelles, and it is a verr plentrous 
countre, and thrse be the exties in Morrea: Modona, Archadia, 
Corona, Neapolis. Cameliona, Malmasia, and Saxenulo. There is 
a lytell vle also before Modona, called Sapiencia. 

These be parie of the countrees that we passed bx: 8, Hvstria, 
Croucia, Slouonve. Dalmacia, Hiliricu, Corsira Insula, Dardama, 
insula p Achavs .J. Albani£ p mare, Moloñ, that taketh the name 
of Mons Mälee, it is cciled Cornu siue Caput Môtis Malee: 
vpon that hvil is a cvte called Malsasia, where firste grewe Mai- 
masve and vet dothe: howbeit hit groweth nowe more plentuouslr 
in Cädia and Modoua, and no where ellys. By vonde that is 
Helvspont and Cicladas Insulas, whiche countrees belonge all to 
Grece bevonde Corfewe, aswell the marne lande as the vles, and 
so doth bothe Candr and Cvpres, with moo; and than comrvth in 
Nigropontus, Achenas. Mvrria, Galathas, Macedonia, Pathmos 
Insula, Troye. Constantrpapolis, Tracia. 


Upon ‘“Tewrsdare arenst nyght we passed br the vle called 
Crngo. whielie vle was somtrme called Citheria, where Helena the 
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Grekvsshe Quene was borne. but she was rauvsshed hr Par” in v* 
next vle br. called Ciceriga, doynge sacrvfrce in the Temple, for 
the wliche rape fulowed the distruccion of Trove, as v° famouse 
storve thérof sheweth. knowen in euery tonge: and vetis tle 
vmage of the same quene remaynynse in the Crüe Of Asdrys. vpon 
the see of Archepelagus. in meimorr of the same rape, wroughte 
moost sotesr and craftir in svgne* whyte marble: and the savde 
vle Cirigo is directel avenst the pont of Capo Maleo in Morrea, 
end in the same vle was Venus borne, and in the same vle is Del- 
phos. and it is all in Europa, and so is all the remenaüt of Grece; 
and beyonce Grece, cuer a bräche of the see, is Asva, wherin, 
elmoste at ihentre standrnge Troia, with the chvef porte the vle 
of TFenedos. that stondeth in the see. And all the countre of 
Troya 1s tre Turkes owne countre by inherytance, and that 
countre is properlv called nowe Tarkev, and none other, Neuer- 
thelasse he hath lately vsurped Grece, with many other countrevs, 
and calieth thevm all Turkev. 

Ouer ayenst the forsaxd vie of Cinigo &o y* see wardes is y° 
Stopull or Cragge called in Greke Ouago, for it is lyke an ecge, &c. 


Thursdar, the .xxx. dave of J'ulr, aboute 4x. or .x. of the clocke 
in the mornynge, we come to Candy. Candv is called otherwvse 
Crète. here bemehteuri people. This tnder +9 Venssshians 
There was a grete Ambasset of the soldans towardes joue that 
hadde in his companye manv Mamolukes. NûG multa memo* digna 
déposée. 

In Candia siue Creta was musvke frste founde, and also tour- 
nevs and exercyse of armes on liorsbacke. There was lawe frste 
put in ose armour was first ther deuvsed and foûde, and so 
was y makvng of remvs and rowynge in booté. In Cädr be y° 
caues ni D 00 Jutus ; there growe grete wynes, and specially 
Maluesy end Muskadell. her speke all Greke, excepte the 
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Venveyans, that be lordes and gouernours there. ]n v° same vle 
was Saturnus borne: “Prvmus Creteis Saturnus veuit ab orts, &e. 

In Candv also is the olde churche wherof Trtus was bysshop, 
to whome Poule wrote eprstelles, &e.. Î sawe the graue of the 
Savon brEus Madehneonbe Che prvievpallenties oNCandra-"c 
Canca Candia, Arethno, &æ:d Sotiglia: and the savd vle is .vij. .c. 
myle aboute, and this extie of Candvr was somtrme tlie habvtacle 
and lordshvp of v* kvnge Mvnos. 


The thirde dave of Aususte, that was Mondaye. at after noone 
we departed from Candy; and on v* Tewsday at nyght we passed 
by the vle of Pathemos, where sevnt John wrote the Apocalvps. 
whiche yle we le’te on our lefte hande towardes Grece. 


he nest dave, AVednrsdave, we pissed bystne le Gi seçvut 
Nxcholas of Cartha, where as be toales made of vrron that neuer 
lose their egge, by myracle of sernt Nycholas. 


The .v. dave of August. that was the saine Wednysdaye, aboute 
üj. of the cloke at after noone, we come to the Rodes: and there 
we lave Thursdaye and Frrdaye all dave. 


Saterdave, the .vij. dave of August, aboute .nj. of the cloke at 
after noone, we departed frome the Rodes ; and the Monday next 
after we passed br the Gulfe of Satalve. other wyse called saynt 
Elvns Guilfe, where she kest one of v° holy navles into the see to 
sease the tempest. 


Upen Tewvrsdare we savled br Baffe in Cvprys, and the same 
Tewvsdare at nrght, that was the .xi. dave of August, we come to 
Lvmosyn, an hauen in the savde vle of Crvprys, and hyreause it 
was late we lave in oure Galve all nyght, and in the mornyuge erly 
we went on lande io masse, and refresshed vs with fresshe vrtaviles 
and come aven into our gälve the same nvght, and there we taryed 
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in our galve lhursdaye Frvdaré  and/Saterdavé Eat was our 
Ladves daye, Assumeion, not alwere abrdrnge in one place, but 
dréuvie éasci Dr lié Coste ete er anC prive: in Cie vhiche 
tvme the patrone, galrottis, and prlgrymes, with all other that 
nedyd, toke in wodde, water, beef, and moton, with ell other 
thoneesmeécessarve. M Phe eve crires and tomes of is vle of 
Cvprys were distroved br a kvng of Ron in reuengvnge the 
rauysshinge of his suster, vro lentlr done by y prynce of tlie same 
vle, whiche dede, and also the sarde reuengynge, with all the cir- 
cumstaunce of the same, is vet in memorve and in rype remem- 
braunce comenlr with euery man &nd woman of the same vle. 

Also in Cvprvs is Paphoñ, that was a temple consecrate to 
Venus, and this vle is called in the Bsble Srthym., &e. Nicosia 
metropolis. I woll wryte more of this yle at my comynge hom- 
warde, us ve shall parcevue br the processe of the same. 


And vpon Saterdaye, our Ladre daye at nyght aforesayde, we 
made sayle: and on \fondaye we met with the shyppe with pyvl- 
ervmes that went out of Venvce .j. wekes before vs, whiche prl- 
orvmes had done thevr prisrrmaze and retourned homewardes, 
and we met thus with theym vpon .xl, myle an this syde Jaffe. 
And as soone as we hadde svght of the Holr Lande, we sange 
Te Deum, and thanked jorousir Almrghty God, x! had veuen +s 
suche grace to haue ones v° syght of x* moost holr lande. 


And y‘ nexte day was come to Jaffe, as foloweth hereafter, &c. 


FIRSTE OF OUR LANDYNGE AT JAFFE. 


Memorandum, that vpon Tewvysdar, at nyght. aboute .v}. of the 
cloke, that was the .xvn]. dave of August, we come to Jaffe, and 
fell to an ancre in the rode there: and incontynently we sent to 
Jherusale for v* father warden of moüte Syon to come and se vs 
coducted to Jherusaiem, as v° custome is, &e. © Howbeit, not- 
withstôdrng all our haste. we lay there in our Galre .vii. dayes or 
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v'he come to vs: the cause was for he coude no souner haue the 
lordes of Jherusalem and Rama at lavscr to come to vs. without 
whose presence and côduete there can no Pylsrvme passe: whiche 
lordes be all Mamolukes and vnder the suldan. And after thevr 
commynge, whan the patron nd warden aforesavde hadde comenvd 
with thevm bv the space of ij. daves and intreated of our tribute, 
and concluded what sû:ne our patron shulde pave for vs, than we 
were suffred to come tu londe. 


The dave «f our londvnge there was Thursday, that was the 
-Xxvij. dave of Auguste: and as we come out of the bote we were 
receyvved bv x Mamolukes and Sarrasvns, and put into an olde 
caue, br name and tale, there servuan euer writvng our names 
man by inan as we entred in the presens of the savd Lordes : and 
there we Jay in the same grotte or caue Frydaxe all day, vpon the 
bare, strnkvnge, stable srounde, as well nyrglit as dave, right euvll 
intreated by the Maures. &c. 

At this Jaffe begrnneth the Holx Lande: and to euerr pylgrrme 
at the firste fote that he setteth on londe there is graunted plenary 
remyssion, de pena, and a culpa; and at this hauen Jonas v° pro- 
phete toke the see whan he fledde from the syght of our Lorde in 
Tharsis. 

And in the same Jaffe seynt Petre revsed frome dethe Thabvrtam, 
the seruaunte of the appostles. And faste by is the place where 
servnt Peter vsed te frsshe, and there oure Sauvour Criste called 
hym and savde, “ Sequere me,” &c. 

This Jaffe was sotrme a grete Crtie, as appervth bv the ruvne of 
the same, but nowe there stondeth neuer a house, but oonly two 
Towres and certayne caues vnder the grounde; and it was one of 
the firste Crties of the worlde founded by Japheth, Noes sone, and 
bervth vet his name. 


Saterdaye, the .xxix. dave of Auguste, we departed from Jafle 
erlv in the mornynge, and come to Rama vpon asses bv non, and 
here we were recevued, into duke-Phvlens hasta anñdnituis

called so breause duke Phrlip of Borzone burided ît of his greate 
charvte to recevue prlervmes therin. We founde no thinge therin, 
but bare walles and bare floures. excepte onelr a welle of goud 
fresshe water. whiche was moche to our comforth: neuertheles 
there come ito vs J'acobvns and other feynyd eristen men of sundrr 
sectis, that brought vnto vs mattes for oure money, to Îve vpon, 
and also brede, soddyn eszes. and somtrme other vrtaylles: and 
there we tarved all that nyght and Sondave all dave. 

Aboute .ij. myle from Rama is the towne of Lrdya, where sevnt 
George suñred marterdome and was hedvd, and in +° same towne 
sevut Peter helxd Ene of the palsr. Rama is frome Japha .x. 
myle, and frome Jlherusalein .xxx. mvle, and vpon the rrght hande 
covnve from Rama to Jherusalem. about .xx. myrle from Rama, is 
the castell of Emaus, where v*.ij. disciples knewe our Sauvour 
Criste in brekvnge of brede after lis resurreccion, as is well knowen 
by theauspelle. 

À Jvtell frome thense, vpon an hvlle called Mouute Jove. iveth 
Sanuell v® prophete, and a Ivtell therbr is the towne of Ramatha. 
where Samuell was borne, and of this towne was Joseph ab Ara- 
mathia ought the newe tombe or monrment that our Sauroure 
Criste was burved in, and a lvtell auer v* mydwave on y° lefte 
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hande is the vale of Terebynthv. where Daurd ouercome Goleë, &r. 


Sondave at nvght we toke our journere towardes Jherusalem ; 
and, brcause bothe my mayster and mavster Prror of Gysborne 
were sore seke, therefore with grete dvffreulte and outragrous coste 
we purueved camellys for them and certarne Mamolukes to con- 
ducte theym in safty to Jerusalem, whiche intreated vs very euyll. 
and toke moche more for theyr payne thenne theyr coueñaunt 
was, &e. 


Upon Mondave, that was the laste dare of Auguste, aboute .ij. 
or Ah. of the cloke at afternoune, we come to Jherusalem, and 
were recevued into the Latyn Hosprtall, called with some men v* 
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Hosprtall of sevnt John, and there we resivd vs that nvcht, 
whicte hosprtall ïs right nvghe vnto v* Temple of the holr 
Septicré, end cicietliotrar Freres of Monte Von munsstred 
WE io VS een OA tmrse, and lentrsÆ4alsn cirp&tis To lve 
vpon. for v° whiche euerr prigrrme recompensvd the savd freres 
Atiilevr delocton und power. wsks for brede and ciher vitaylies 
was brouslit vnio vs for oure invney bx psones of dvuers secte: 
and «lware the warden of v‘ savde freres wr some of his bretherne 
hy his assvænement daxly accotnpanved vs, informvnze and shew-- 
Vicente heholupiices witmimhe Ho Borde Ke, 
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Tewvsdave, v' first dar of Septembre, that was thie next moruwe 
ditonthntuwe come to Jherue#lem, we vente erluto Mounte Svon, 
and by the wave we vrsrted some holr places.#x 

Firste the place where the Jewes wolde haue arestyd and taken 
awave the holv body of our blessrd Lady whan the appostellrs 
bare her to the vale &f Josaphat to be burved. 

And therb+ we come into a place where sevnt Peter. after v'he 
had denved our Lord thrres, went out of the house of Carphas 
into a eaue and wept bvtterlv. 

And a lvtell from thens we come into the churche of the Aun- 
celles. where somtrme was the house of Annas the bysshop. into 
the whiche our Sauvoure Criste was first ledde from the Mounte 
of Oivuete, where he suffred many injurves, and speevallr there he 
toke a buffet of one of v* bxsshops seruauntes, sevinge, “ Sic re- 
spondes Pontifici,” &ec. 

From thens we went to à churche of seynt Sauyowr. where 
somtyme stode v*grete house of Cayphas, where as our blessvd 
Sauvour was scorned, his face couerde and bobbvd. and moste 
greuousls betvn. and there suffred many afficcions all v° nyght. 
There is also a Irtell Caue. where they shytte hyvm in to tvine the 
Jewes had taken thevr counsexl} and determrensd what ther wolde 
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dourtiihpm audits sencaled""Carcer Di.” Fliereis also in 
Féshineplice (lie moste parte of theorète stone that the Aunyell. 
as we rede, remeuvd frome the dore of the Sepulcre. and it is nowe 
the stone of the hyihe aulter im the same churche; an other parte 
vhtheane stonc Iverrvet before tie sepulcre dore, 

And there, withoute the dore, in v* courte ou the left Lund, is a 
trée with many stones aboute it. where the mvnysters of the Jewes, 
and seynt Peter with thevm, warmed thevm by the fvre, &e. 

And goynge out of the same courte in v* hrghe wave on the 
rvuht hande, in a corner, is a stone where our blessed Lady stode 
whan Petre went out sore wepvnge, and his wepyuz was so 
moche that be coude veue her none answer wlian she Imcuerrvd of 
her swete sone; and there she, Cesrrous ta knowe of ler sone, 
moste sorowiullr abode tvil in the mornvnge that she sawe tlevrm 
ledde hrm bounden to the house vf Prlate the presvdent, whrther 
she moste sorowfnily folowed hvm. &e. 

A Ivtell froin this chirche there appervth a ruvne of an oïde 
fallen Churche, where this moste glorvous virgyne, after the dethe 
of our Sauvour her sone, dwelled and abode moste deuoutls br 
thé snace OÙ,$ ni. vérés. vuto thé cave of her holf Ascéhcion. and 
there 1$ clene ;enyssvon, de. 

Fherby is v° place, and a stone lvinge, where our blessrd Ladvr 
dved and ascendyd vnto Heuyn: there is also clene remvssvon. 

Thereby also is a parte af a sione vpon the which sent John 
Euangelvste savde often masse before that blessvd ladv, as her 
chapleyn. after v° Ascencyon of our lourde. 

There is also v° place shewed br a red stone wher sevnt Mathy 
was chosen into v° nôbre of v° apostels. 

From thens, govnge imto \iounte von, fast by the churche, is 
rt place where our blessyd Eadr vsed to save her moste deuoute 
pravers and daylv deuocions, after the Ascension of our Lorde and 
before. 

Also there, faste Dv. be .ij, stones: vpon one vof them our 
Sauvoure Criste vsed to sytte and preche to his disciples, 
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and vpon the other sat his blessrd modre, hervnge his savde 
Dréchnites 

Under the churehe of the sayd Svon is the sepuiture or bervall 
of prophet£ and kvnge of Israell, as Dauyd and Salamo, Roboas, 
Abias. Asa, Josaphat, Jcram, Ezechias, Athalia regina, Joas, Ama- 
zias, Ozias, Johan, Achiaz, Ochozas. Mianasses, Ana. Josias, 
Joacl3. Elachym. Jecomas, Sedechias, with many moo. Inta 
thvse scpulture no cristé men be suffred to entre, for the Sarra- 
syns kepe that place in wreate reucrence, and worshvp it rrght 
moche in thevr maner, and haue made therof theyr Muskev, that 
is to save, thevr Churche or Chapell. 

Therbwas the place wiiere sevnt Steuvn the ij. Cynie sente Ga- 
malvel, sevnt Poules techer, Abibas his sone, and Nichodemus were 
Dune: 

And also therby is the place where the paschall lambe was 
rosted, &c.: and where the water was hete to wasshe the fete of 
Cristes disciples. 

And there. faste by,is the place where kynge Dauid dvd pe- 
naunce and made the .vij. psalmes for the sleynge of Vrve, whome 
he put in the front of the bataylle purposclr to haue hym slayne, 
contentent henmvehebmmure at Mhcrue vsclis it nlhiome 
he helde in aduoultre, ke. 

AI thyse faresard places thus visyted, we entred into the place 
of Mounte Svon, where is a ryght favre churche, well vawted, 
where at our firsie entre the freres sange a solempne masse, and 
that done, he that sauge 4° masse made a right holv sermon, and 
shewed right deuoatir the holvnes of all the blessed chosen places 
of the Holy Londe, and exhorted euerv man to confessvon and 
répentaunce, and so 10 vysyte the sarde holv places in clennes of 
lrfe, with suchie deuocion as Almvghtr God wold veue vnto thevm 
of his moste specvall grace: and this sermon done. the Father 
Warden, uith all his bretherne, whiche be in nombre moste comenlv 
aboute .Xxx. freres, adressvd them in ornamentes, and went in 
solempne processvon from one holr place to an other, whom we 
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folowed deucutlr, vysytynge the same: and wliene soeuer they 
come to anv holr place, there they made a stacion, and declared 
vilésithe hivstérses of jhsune, ne al béneenisuhté In oùr 
häde. 

First inatlietssrd churche of. Aountes Sron, Im selfe place 
where the hyrzhe aulter is, our blessrd Sauvour Criste Jhesu made 
his laste souper and \aundv with his disciples. and made there 
the precvous sacrament of his blessvd body that we davlvr vse a 
his huolv aulter, in memorve of the same, &e.: elene remvssvon. 

And vpou the ryght häde of v° sayd hvgh aulter is an other 
aulter in y* next vle, where our Sauyour wasshed his disciples 
fete at the savd Maüdv, &c. 

Also a lofte without, forthie' at the queres ende,is the place 
where the houlr gouste come and descendvd vpan his disciples in 
the lvknesse of breñvnge tunges. and inspyred theym, vpon Whrvt- 
sondave, as the Suvyce of v° same sheweth; and there is plenary 
remyssio. 

And vnder nethe the same place is a Ivtell chapell, where our 
Sauvour Criste. after his resurreccyon, apperyd to his disciples 
the dores shvtte, and after .vij. daves, whan they were aven gadred 
togvther, and Thomas with thexm, he come vpon theym aven,and 
sayd to Thomas.‘ [nfer digitü tuü et mitte manü tuam in latus 
Ineuin,  &e, Clene remvyesvon, 

AI this processyvon and imformacion had, we retourned vnto y° 
sad Hosprtail, o' lodyynge, and in o" way humward£ we come to 
vt churche v' ile Jacohyns holde, in the whiche place sernt James 
the more was hedvrd by Herode. 

Also therby is the place where our Sauvour Criste, after his re- 
surreceyon, appervd to Mary Magdalen & to other deuout womë 
in vehsrhmay as thés come from his Sepulcre, where liersavd 
vnto them, “* Auete,” and therwith they come nere Lym, et tenue- 
runt pedes eius. 

And thyse stacvons thus vrsrted, we retourned to the Hosprtall 
to refresshe and rest vs, and <o to dispose and puruer our selfe to 
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watche in the emple of y° Holy Sepulere of our. Lord y same 
nvght folowvng, as for our firste watchvnge nvght there, for soo 
we were apovuted bv the loräes Mamolukes, à&c.; for of olde 
eusieme contvnued whanne prigrrmes come they watche in the 
Hell ML Scpulcre tire sontrvnycntes ds Shan be 
shewed more clerelr lercañier, &e. 

DE ORueDiNThernsale is ina frire Cmnent place ont 
stondeih vpon suche a groùde that from whens socver a ma 
Comnehthenpihie mustnedeaecede. 

From thens a man may se all Arabve and v* moûte of Abarvn. 
and Nebo, and Phasga, v° playnes of Jordañ and Jherico. and y* 
dede: See, vnto v° stone of desert. Î sawe neuer cxtie nor other 
place haue so favre prospecte. 

t stonüeth favre amonges hviles. and there is nother rvuer 
convese tlérto nor Mel int but tie mater comvih alllbrcon- 
die in grete plente from Ebroñ, which condvtté serue all the 
Cytie in euerr place and fxll all the prstynes, whiche are in grete 
nombre, and moche water renneth nowe to waste. 

This londe of Jherusalem hath ben in the handes of manv son- 
drv Nacvons, as of Jewes, Canameis, Assiriens, Parcvens, Mace- 
dovns, Medoyns, Grekes, Romavns, Cristen men, Sarrasvns, Ber- 
baryns, Turkes, and many other Nacvons. 

Jerusalem is in y‘ lande of Jude, and it marcheth estwardes to 
the kyndome of Arabyr, southwarde to the lande of Egipte, west- 
warde to the grete see, and northwardes to thie kvugdome of 
tes chutontie ec oi npres in SOmMe pate 

And the sayde Holr Lande is in lengthe, northe and southe, 
x. score myle, and in brede, est and west, Is. mrle. 
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Tewvédave at uysht, that was v° firste day of Septembre. flat is 
to sav, the same day aforesavd, we were admrvtted br the lorde 
Mamolukes of the Crtie tu entre unto y* Temple of the Holr Se- 
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puicre, delvuered in by them by name and tale; and at the «crde 
entres mraunted to elerr jalervmMeplenan remsesvon. &c. 

Fhe same tyme the moste parte of the Freres of \Moüte Son 
entred with vs into the savd temple, for they haue certarne p- ece 
insvhen Kkepenee niun LSeme that is to 0, tiéeRcre bulk 
Sepulchre and cimiellof our Éadshercour Sauve 2)herrd 
first voto her after his resnrreccvon, and sad, "élue: serre 
pare "nrhéren be contient the les freres of the savd 
Moûte Svon, to kepe deuoutlv the savd _ place, and their 
IFuviée is mynystred vnto them twves a day from v$ savd Mfounte 
AN ONE shall vnderstande “ihe dorées of the savd Tershie 
of the Sepulcre be neuer opeuxd by the Parnyms. but for the 
cComNnAe of pricnimes, 2Éiflevr crete snte and coste, or els to 
chaure freres v° Laue the Kepvnose of the holv place within tlie 
same temple. 

And ouer this ve shall vnderstunde that there be in Jheruse 
1S-darcs  ONUérS sect oi crisien 196 andrener ot then L& 
places distrnete and seuerall to therm selfe within the Tempie 7. 
the Halx Sepuicre, to vse there the ryghte of their seete, wh'che 
in all extende to the nombre of .M. psones within Jherusz'em, 
except thevr children and except ° Sarrasvns, which T counte not, 
for thev, by supportacion of the Mamoluke. baue sllthe Crée and 
londe and all other sect£ in their gouernauncee, thraldome, and 
subjeccron, and thvse folowvuge be the differences of the szvde 
4x. sectis of cristen men: that is to save, 

Greke, Survanes, Jacobvns, Maronvtes, Nestoryans, Armerves, 
Georgians, Abbasians otherwvse called Indvans, and the .ix. be 
Latyns otherwrse called Catholvk cristé men, the nombre of 
whome is comenlv in Jherusalem aboute .xxx. parsones of all v* 
savd nombre of all secte onelr obedvent to our catholvke Churche 
of Rome. 

And withoute, forthe brfore the entre into this Temple 
paces in distaunce, is put a stone in memorve and token . our 
Sauvour Criste, bervnge Lis Crosse, for very feblenesse feil tiere 
to the groûde vnder nethe the crosse, 
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Te disposvcion and makvnge of the sayd Temple of the Holr 
Sepulere is rounde at the west ende, and estwarde fourmvd after the 
makvnge of a churche, moche what after the fourme and makvnge 
of the Temple at London, saffe it is fer excedvnge in gretenesse 
and hathe wonder many vles, crowdes, and vantes, chapels, and 
dyuvsvons, hyghe and lowe, in greate noumbre : and meruell it is 
to se the many dvfferences and secrete places within the sayde 
temple: and the greate rounde parte westwarde of the savde 
temple is all open in the roffe, where vnder stondeth the holv Se- 
pulcre of our Lorde. whiche is made all of stone. roof and all, in 
fourme of a ]vtell Chanell : and firste, at the entre of the same îs & 
lytell dore, where we came into a Ivtel roûde chapell, voughtec. 
oiherwvse called a Spelunke. of .viij. fote of brede, and asmoche in 
lengthe: and from this we entre into a moche jasse and lowgher 
dore, and come into a lvke spelunke, and vnon the ryght liuride of 
the same, euvn within the sayde low dore, is the verr holv sepulere 
of our Lorde, couerde with a whvyte marble stone, the lengthe 
wherof is .vi. fote, and there is no lrght into the sayde Ivteil 
spelunke of the sepuicre by no maner of wyndowe, but the Ivght 
is there mynystred by many lampes hangvnge within the savde 
spelunke ouer the sepulcre. 

Into the firste of thyse two spelunkes entred the women whan 
they sayde, ‘ Quis reuoluet nobis lapidem ab hostio monumeëti r ” 
and parte of the same stone lveth there vet nowe in the same 
vttermoste spelunke, and the other gretest parte is a stone of the 
hygh aulter in seynt Sauvours churche. wherof is mencron made 
bufore &c. 
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And whan we were thus entred into the sayde Temple of the 
Holr Sepulcre, v° sarvd Tewvsday at nyght we were had by and br 
into v* forsarvd chapell of our Lady whiche v° freres kepe, and 
there they made thevm redv in ornamente. and began there à verv 
solempne pcessiü: and at euery station was shewed vnto vs br 
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oùe of v® Frer£ v° mrsterves and holvnes of y® place where ther 

«de thevr stacions. and they sange antemes, ympnes, Vsicles. 
and coletté appropred vnto y®sayd holv place right solemply and 
deuoutlv: and nrst, dr thev pceded out of v‘ sayde chapell of our 
b'essvd Leds. thex shewed vnto vs v! there v* hyghe aulter 1s of 


Nine c'es vers self ice where our Sauvo' Crist, after 
Fi Cresehriecour first annersvd vnto dns blessid mod”, and savd, 
Meclue 0 pére. and Fe. is plenary remissiô. 


Also in the same chapell, on the right hande of v‘ sayde hvghe 
eulter, within a vought in maner of a wyndowe, is a grete pece 
o? the prliour v' our Sauvour was bounden vnto in the hous of 
Psiète 

Also in the säme chapell, vpon the léfte hande of the sasd highe 
atter, in & lvke wrndowe. is y° place where lüge remeanvd y holv 
crosse of our Seuvour Crist, after v' sevnt Elyn foüde it; and yet 
now there remeanvth a lvtel pece of v° same crosse 1 y° said pisce. 

Also in y° mrddes of that chapell is a roûüde marble stone, where 
the vers hoolv crosse was prourd by rervsinge of a deed woman, 
wsenne they were in doubte whiche it was of the thre. 

This done, the procession procedrd forth, and we folowed with 
prevers and contemplacion, as deuoutir as Almvrghtr God vaue vs 
grace. 

And, govnge out of the sayde chapell, without v° dore of the 
same, be 1]. whvte marble stones. rounde, aboute a .x. fote a 
sondre ; the one is the p'ace where our Sauyoure stude whanne he 
arpered te Mars Magdalene after lis resurreccion in lvkenes of a 

 — and the other stone is the place where Marr Magdalene 
ide and soyd. ‘Robot. &c 
From thens we descendrd into à corner of an yle of y° same 
churche where is a lvieli vought, strongly made, wherin o° Sauyo” 
wzs kept i pson whvies his 
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s crosse Was in dressvnge and makrnge 
TC. 

Also next this place is an Aulter where the crucifyers of our 
Ssoure Criste Jenrdsd his clothes hr éhaunce ôf duce. 
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From thens we descended into a lowe Chapell hr .xxx. grecs, 
where Sevnt Elan ode <cue nd comarded the dues nee othe 
Invencion of v‘ her crosse: =nd afterwardes she made there her 
Oratorve, and vec io sdv her deuocions and prayers moste 
commente semeniece emilie 1sthienaneremyese;c, 

Front En décembre thai ronatesnnte 
DAC TOR. NN ee of bredevberen che) Crorse. 
the cpevre, the navles, sud the crownie of tharne of our blessvd 
Sauvour were foûden: and there is also plenarve remvssvon. 

Also froin thens we ascended ayen into the churehe, and come 
to an aulter vnder the wkhiche is a pece af a stone moche lxke of a 
pece of à pyrllour, vpen v°whiche our Sauyour sat in v‘ courte of 
Prlate whä he was erowned w° thornes. scorned. and buffeted, Ke. 

From thens we ascended bv .xviij. grees, and come vnto the 
Moûte of Caluerv, where our Sauvour Criste was erucvfved and 
suffred dethe for our redempcion: and there is a favre large Cha- 
pell, well voughted and Ilvghted by many lampes brennvuge: this 
place is meruaylous holr and vencrable aboue all other. 

Also vpon the verr hvrglte of the same Moûte of Caluerv is the 
uery hole or morters heuvn out of the stone rok wherin the Crosse 
stode with oure blessyd Sauvoure, whiche mortevs is in depnes .ij. 
spannvs t6 the boiorre. the brede is som what more than a spañe, 
and there is a place of coper set within the compas of the stone, 
to thentent that no man shulde kutte nor take anave ans parte of 
the savde stone, and so distygure the same mortres, &e. 

Therbyv also. by the space of .viij. palmes frome the place of the 
lefte arme of Crisie, hangvnge on v° crosse, is a scissure or elvfte 
in the stone rok, so moche that a man almoste max lve therin, 
whiche rrfte gothe dewne thorughout the Rok of Caluerv. and ap- 
peryth by nethe at the pauymente of the nether chapdll. and so 
goth thrughout therthe, vsq in abissü, whiche clvfie, with moo 
there, but not so moche, roue at the precyous dethe of our Sauvour 
Criste. 

And it is of frouthe, &s ter save there, and as it is acsvened br 
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token of a fayre stone layde for remembraüce, v' our blessrvd Ladr 
and sernt John Euägelrste stode not aboue vpon the hvrghest 
pie of the Mounte of Caluerv at the passson of, our Lord. asitis 
pernted &nd carven in many places, but she stode som what br- 
nethe, brfcre her dere sone, face to face, at the tyme of his precv- 
des de he Ce 

Under the Mounte of Caluerv is an other Chapell of our blessvd 
Ledr and seynt John the Eväsclvste, that was called Golgatha: 
end there, rrght vnder the morters of the crosse, was founde y° 
hede of our ‘orefather Adan. 

From the Moûte of Caluerr we descendrd and come to v° place, 
assrenvd br a whyte stone, where our blessyd Ladv, moste deler- 
ozs mother. sat, hauynge in her lappe the deed body ef her dere 
sere, new tcken downe from v° crosse to be put into his sepulcre. 

From thens we wente and made our stacion at the hols Sepulcre, 
as into the prrncvpall place of that Temple, for all the hole temple 
is dedyeate and halowed in the honour and name of tie liolr Se- 
puicre, of the whiche sepulcre is wrrten more largelv at the be- 
cranvnge of this chaptre, &c. 

And from this holy Sepulcre we went ayen, folowynge alwav the 
processyon, into the Chapell of our Lady, where as we firste began 
to go forth with the sayd processvon, and there we made an ende. 

Médine hircdes vf rPprete quere of san dremile whichir 
Greke hoide, 1s a brode roûde stone with an hole in tle mvddes, 
aimost a spañe ouer, which is the centre and the mvddes of therthe 
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And whan we were retourned even into y° sayde chapell of oure 
Éédy. ter à, Irtel reeccyon with Melé and drske eue” man 
vaue hym «elfe to prayer and contemplacion, byrselr vysvnge the 
Bolt places a‘oresayde after theyr deuocyon durvnge the hole nvght, 
and erlv inthe mornynge all we that were prestes sayd masse, some 
at Caluervr. some st our Ladves chapell, and some at y* holr Se- 
paicre after our deuocyon: anû the lave prisrrmes were hesvlde 
at v° Ryghe masse, whiche was sonuen at Caluerv, with rrght grete

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solempnrte, and that endvd. aboute .vii. of the cloke in the morn- 
ynge we were lettyn out of the sayd Temple by the lordes Sarrasvns, 
in suche fourme and maner as we entred. and went strevghte into 
the Hosprtall, and refresshed vs with mete and drynke. and rested 
vs there an houre or .j. breause of our watche the nvght bvfore. 
fem, nyghethe Temple, belivnde the \ounte of Caluery. is a 
brode stone, vpon the whiche \braham wolde haue offred his sone 
Ysaac. 
Ïtem, not ferre 1lhens is an aulter inclosrd in v° walle of the 
temple, vpon the which Melchrsedech offred his sacrifice, &e. 


And the same Wednysdare that we came thus oute of the savde 
temple. whiche was the seconde day of Septembre, after v'we had 
somwbat rested vs in v* saxd hosprtall, as is brforesavd, we were 
codueted by y. or 1]. ofve sévd freres to vvarte the holv placf 
within vfevtie of Therusalé, as foloweth :

And so this day aforesarde we vrsrted all r° longe wer hv the 
whiche our Sauyour Criste was led frome the hous of Pylate vnto 
Thelplace of Mis ernerivinae: 

And firste, as our way lave, we come to the house of Veronica, 
whiche is from Pylates honse.v, .c pacte as ouimblesc%d 
Sauyour impressrd y° ymage of his face in her wympell whiche is 
at Rome, and is called there the varnacle. 

And from thens we went to the house of Diues Epulonis, qui 
sepultus est in inferno, &c. 

And from thens we went to a place called Biniü,* that is as moche 
to sav, as a crosse strete or a crosse wev, where y° women of Ihe- 
rusalem stode and sorowfullr wepte whan oure Sauyour was led to 
his deth, to whom he sayde, “ Wepe ve not vpon me, ve doughters 
of Jherusalein. but wepe ve vpon vour self and vpon vour chil- 
dren." &C. 
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Item. nexte îis the place where v® Jewes constreyned Symeon 
Cirenen, coMvnge from the towne, to take the Crosse after our 
FHAVOUT LC. 

The next place vit we come to is wher aur blessvd Ladv stode 
Wmhiet She mécaithnherv der séne benne his crosse: Whitre; for 
ouer mcche sorowe and dulour of herte. she sodenlr fell into a 
sowne and forgetfulnes of her rivnde; and this place is called 
Sêta Maria de spasmo. Sexnt Eirn buyldyd a churclie there, but 
it is downe, and y° Sarrasyns haue often attépted to buylde there, 
but their edefring wold not städe i no wyse. 

lim, asie passrd br 1 stree there st@deth anarche over x° 
Way, Ypon vephiche stade 41. lérse wlinte stones: vhonthe one of

From thens we went vnto the hous of Herode. that is on the 
lefte hande of Prlates hous. and stondeth hygher vpon the fronte of 
the hril, into the whiche hous our Sauyour was Psented vnto 
Herode by Prlates sendynge, accusvd br v° Jewes: neuerthelesse 
the sayde Herode clothed hrm in a whrvte garmët and sent hym 
aven to Pylate, Et facti sût amici Herodes et Pilatus in illo die. &ec. 
and thvse .ij. houses of Prlate and Herode be vet now moch 
what the favrest houses in J'herusalem, and specvally the hous of 
Herode. 

Therby is an other fayre hous y' was somtrme a fayre churche 
of saynt Anne, but now v* Sarrasvns haue made therof a muskev, 
xt is to say, thevr temple, anG that js the selfe place j' was seynt 
Annes house. and there she äved: and in à vaught vnderneth is 
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the very selfe place where our blessrd Ladv was borne: and there 
is plenarve remyssvon. The Sarresvns wvll suffre no man to 
come into this place but prvuelv or for brvbes, bveause it is thevr 
muskev. 

Do HheQues othe soncserthe Dico ere on MErCs 
was borne js reimedy and consulacon to Women that trauavil of 
childe. &c.

Than next we come to Bethlem, which hath ben a stronge Ivtell 
Crtie, well walled and dyched,anditis vet of ametelvgoodstrengthe, 
and ir vas called.in olde tvme Efréta, wherof it is mrvten, © Eéce 
enduimus eù in Effrata,” &c. M A lvtell without the same cvtte. 
towardes the est, is the farre churche of our blessyd Ladr where 
our Sauvour Criste was borne, wherof shzlbe more mencron made 
Eerédrier # Andubriwene r° Cvtie andest savd'church is. v° /eide 
Fioridus. where v®fayre maydon shuld haue ben brent and was 
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saued harmelesse br mvracle of frre chaunged into roses, ke. 
And in this evtie of Bethlem was kynge Dauyd borne. 

And thus the same Frydas at nyght we came to this Bethlem, 
and alveht at v*° churche of our Lady aforesavd, which is a mer-

GCHARCREN SERA O0 een Dbredens eee bre ierenbe 
lHPooNco ane prier dthrutiouteschorel tout 
merble v' may be, not onelr meruaylous for ve nôübre but for v° 
outrazvous g#retnes, length, and fayrenes therof. I neuer saw nor 
herde of a favrer lvtell churche in all my lvfe. The sawden wasin 
purpose to a remeuyd those prllers, w° some other stones of aulters 
v' be right favre and beious there, and to haue caried them to 
Cavre to hauc buyldeë his palors with v* same. and for v' entent 
he come to Bet:lem in his owne psone to se them taken downe,

At Bethlem comenis be .v. or .vj. frere of Moûte Svon, to kepe 
ho place there. which with other fer Mcoime vas fon

whom we folowed to al v° holy place within v° same Monastery, 
with candles lvsht in our hande,as alwar vsed in other place 
ITENÉ NN NrOcéSSYONTeS ONE, EC. 

And firste the savde processvon broughte vs to a place at an 
auiter in the southe vle, where our Sauvour Criste was circum- 
sised, &c. 
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And from thens we come toan other aulter on tlie northe syde, 
where the thre kvnæes made redx their ofervyngt to present vnto 
our Sauyour Criste.

And a lvtel before the sayde lyghe auiter is the eribbe of oure 
Lorde, where our blessvd Ladvr her dere sone bvrfore layde the oxe 
aud the se &c: And there is élène remvesvon. 

And vndowted this Irtell Chapell of the bvrthe of our Lorde is 
the most glorious and deuoute place that euer I come in; itis all 
of tables of fyne whyte marble stone, and the vaughte be gar- 
nysshed with golde and byse with dyuers storyes of as subtyll 
musvn worke as mavye be, the wallrs also of all the bodv of the 
churcke, from the prilers to the rooffe, be paynted with storves 
from the begynnvnge of the worlde of the sayde musyn werke, 
whiche is the rrchest thvnge that can be done to any wallrs. How- 
beit v° savd werkes be gretelr defaced, both in the ehurche and 
chapell. for very pure age, and the sayd churche, with all the place, 
falleth in grete dekay, &c. 

And whan we had vysyted this holr chapell we ascendrd and 
come to the place where y* bodves of the hulr innocente lar many 
veres vnknowen, &c. 

Fhere is aiso an other selçtarr Chapell vnder a rok, where seynt 
Jherom translated the Bvble into Greke and Latyn. 

Item, faste br the same Chapell is an other Ivtel chapell where

And from thens we come to v‘ house of Zacharye in the moü- 
tavnes of Jude, which is .v. mile from Bethlem and .r. myle from 
Jherusalem, into +° whiche hous of Zacharye. after the salutacion of

Not fer thens is an other larze hous, wher was somtrme a 
Churche, and there is v° place where sernt John was borne, but 
now the sayd churche is so fer desolate that it is made an hous for 
bestis, &c. 

Ph nerterterve coment - Lous of Symryonis justi et ticrati, 
the whichie recerued Criste in his &TMVS « whan he was psented into 
* temple, sayeng.  Nunc dimittis, Dfe, seruû tuû in pace.” ke. 

In our waye homewardes, .ij. mvle from Jherusalem, we come 
into a Cloyster of grekrsshe monke, whose Churche is of the hoiv 
Crosse, and there as the hyghe aulter of v° same stondeth is the 
place where grewe the tre wherof +* holy crosse was made, &e. 

And therby is Salomon’s orcheverd, whiche is yet a right de- 
lectable place, &ec. 

Thus we come ayen to Jheruselem the same $Saterdaye at after 
noone, and went to x* Hosprtall, and there refresshed vs and restrd 
vs or thatinioht dc. 


Sonday, the .vj. day of Septembre, we went all to Mounte Svon 
to masse : and the same dar we drned with v° warden and freres 
there, where we had a right honest dyner, and or than we rose 
from the borde the warden rose from vy* borde, and toke a basrn 
full of folden papres with relvques in eche of them, and so he went 
endelonge the Cloyster there we sat at y° table and dalt to euerv 
Prleryme as he passed a paÿ n° relrques of v* holr plac£t aboute 
Jberusalé, which we toke as es ilv as we coude, and thanke se 
cordyng.

dave. 

ndheincNonces our Eatres eucn. vue allptlre 
pyigrymes come to Moïüte Srvon, to the buryenge of mx sayde 
Mester Gurxlford, where was done by the freres as moche solempne 
seruyce as myght be done for hym, &e.: and this was the .vij. 
dave of Septembre. &c.

The same afternoone we went to Bethanye, whiche is bevonde 
the Moûte of Olruete. aboute .1]. myle from Jherusalé; there we 
entred into an olde Churche & sawe y° graue or monument in 
the whiche Lazarus lar .j. dayes dede, as the Gospell sheweth, 
&c. whome our Sauvour Criste raysed frome dethe to lvfe, &e. 

Not fer thens is the hous of Simonis Leprosi, whiche prayved 
our Lord to ete with hym, and where as he sat Mary Magdalene 
brought Alabauster of anovntynge and sat at our Lord£ fete and 
without seassvng wesshe his fete with her teerrs. wyrpynge theym 
w' her heer and anovnted thevm with her precrous oyntemente: 
and there our Sauvour Crist forgaue the synnes of the sayd Marr 
Masdalene. 

This Svmon Leprosus, that harbored our Lorde and suche of his 
disciples as were cristenvd. was afterwardes made Bysshop. and he 
was called Julvan: and this is he that men call vppon for good 
harborove. 

And therbv is the hous of Martha, our Lordes hostes. and the

hous of the sard Marx Magdalene, whiche we vrsyted, and this 
done we retourned ven vnto Jherusalem, &e. 

The same Mondare at nrght we entred aren into the Temple of 
the Holr Sepulcre for tlie thirde trme, and were there recerved 
and entred and used our self in euerv thvng in suche fourme and 
maner as we dvd the ii. nvchte bvfore whan we entred into y‘

Therby also we wentie into a valey where somtyme y* liulr Abbot 
Saba tas father of tu. M, moe in one Cloystre 1’ siode there, 
but nowe it is «ll downe and nothvnge therof sene but ruyne of 
stones. 

From thens we went to the deed See, where somtyme stode the 
Crties of Sodom and Gomer, anc other that sanke for synne, ec. 

The deed Kee is in brede, est and west, .vj. leges, and in lengthe 
v. daves journer. 

Also br svdes the deed See is the statu of salt of Lothes wvrfe, 
but that place stondeth so that it is verr laborious to se, &c. 

oi thens we retourned aven to Jherico and to the \founte of 
Querâtene, where our Sauvour Criste fasted .xl. dayes. Fewe 
Pi mes co +p vnto this mounte, bycause the passages vp and 
the dissence is ce? so prllous. Ofthis Mounte Quarantene is more 
mencion made z'terwardes. 

At the fote of this moûte is the foïtayne v' Helrseus held and 
made suete with puttrnge in cf salte and holv wordes in the name 

Almvghty God, as we rede in the seruvce of halowrnge of the 
holr water. Here at this fountarne we rested vs a whyle, and re- 
tourned vnto Jerusalem. 


OF THE TEMPLE OF SALOMOX.: 


Whyles we were thus occupred in o' prigrymage at Jherusalem 
and there aboute, we passrd sondry tymes br the Temple of Salo- 
mon, and often we sawe and behelde it without forth from sondry 
hylle, and specially from the Moüte of Olruete, for there ïs y° 
moste clere syght and best bvholdynge therof to theym yt may not 
entre into it, for the sayde temple stondeth vpon the est ezge of 
Moûte Morrea, and the Mounte Olvruete is right est from it, and 
is moche hvgher then is the sayd Moëte of Morrea. where 1° 
RE stondeth, and bytwene them both is the Vale of Josaphat. 
The Sarrasvns woil suffre no cristen man to’'come within the savd 
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Temple. and if he do he shall be compelled incontrnentily to renve 
liste thndiCReren in me, or ellys he shalbe put to execucion of 
dechobr andbr smic a man may juge by outwarde syght v° 
savd temple is in PC brsht, and süptuousnes buyldynge fer 
aboue and bevroïde £ny werke that euer we sawe in ail our Îvues. 
There is also win : circayte of the walles of v' same an other 
temple. that was cxlled Portic® Salomonis, which is also wonder 
grete and large, and &s we demvd by our estymacon we supposed 
tien ter Le wall vt incloseth thyse .j. Temples, with houses 
and court€ and suche other buvldynge as be within forthe, is lvke 
to be of v* circurte of the wallrs of Calevys or lytel lasse; and as 
it is sayd there be cor.trnualls brennynge within ne Temple 
.vi.c. Jempes. and in Porticu Salomonis daylr .viij.c. lampes, and 
Mndernetll vo éncuvse orthe courtes oMtheé femplé are hyehe 
standyvnge vougätes vpon crete pvllers, more substäcally made 
and more favre, reker.vnge the hygcht, theñe euer I sawe any vnder 
buvidynge; and this grete vought is called the Stable of Salomon. 
1 sawe it in at a back dore, and as it is sayd the same stable or 
vought is sufficient to recerue a .M]. horses. 

This temple hathe sondrr gate to entre into it: v° pryncipall 
gate is within the Crtie. an other gate is without forthe estwarde, 
towarde the Mountie of Olruete, and that is v° golden gate, which 
we myshte se verv parfvelitir. goynge right nyghe vnto it towarde 
the Moüte Syon; also we mvght clerely se it from y* sayd Moïüte 
of Olvuete. The Serrasyns haue vnderstôdvng by their prophe- 
cyes v' whan so euer v' gate shalbe openyd their kvngdom. lord- 
shvp, and power is atie an ende there; and therefore ther woll not 
suffre that gate io be sette open in no wyse. In at the same gate 
rode our blessrd Seuvour vpon Palme Sonday, srttynge vpon an 
asse; but as 1 savde afore there is no cristen man suffred to come 
nyghe it, but who so euer prlgrrme loke deuoutlr towardes the 
same gate and behc.deth it with deuociôn hath grauuted to hym 
‘plenarye remyssren. àc. 

The Sarrasvns Lite this temple in grete reuertce, «nd specallr 
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thev worshyp there a rok of stone whiche is closyd aboute with 
vrron, and they rekvn it so holy v'no Sarrasyn dare touche it; 

kowbeit thev come thether from their further pties to vysyt it. 

In the same rok within v° sad temple v° Jewes kept tlie arke of 
od, with " relyques v' Titus carved to Rome, that is ta say. the 


x. cofauncericnté. Aarons rodde, Movses rod, a vessell of «old 
full of marna, ornemét£g for sacrefvce, the tabernacle of Aaron, a 
sauere table of gold with .xij. beious stones, a box of grene jaspis 
V1]. fNcure conternoncemi un nances of our Lorde,.vij, Cati- 
elstvkes of solde, and ji. sensers of golde, and an aulter also of 

e gold, and Ji. lvons of golde, vpon the whiche they had che- 
vn of golde .xij. spenne longe, and a tabernacle of golde, and

and all the other relvques v' were bvfore the natiuire of Criste. 

Lyon the same rok slept Jacob whan he sawe aungels go vp and 
downe, and savd, “Vere locus iste sanctus est et ego uestiebä,” &c. 
And there the aungell chaungeë Iaccbs name and called hvm 
Tercell, &c. 

Item, our Sauvour Criste was offerde vpon the same stone han 
Symvon Justus toke hym i his armes and sayd, Nunc dimituis, Ke. 

Item. our Seuvour Cristeé sat vpon. the same rok at.*i]. ere ice 
in the mvddes of the doctours, herynge them and apposvuge 
then ec 

And afterwarde at his .xxx. vere of age many tymes he sat vpon 
v° same prechrnge to the people. 

Ana there our Sauvour Criste foryaue v° woman her synnes that 
nes zken in auOUtTY. 

And there offerd firste Melchisedech brede and s'yne to our 
Lorde, in tokenvng of the sacrament that was to come. 

And there the aungell denouneyd to Zacharre y‘ natiuite of 
sernt John Beptvest. 

And there fell Dauïd prayenge to our Lorde for mercv for hym- 
selfe and his 5eople, ke. 
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And within the same temple is the Fountayne wherof holy writ 
savth. *‘ Vidi aquam esredientem de templo.” &ec. 

Hoiy scripture spekvth moche of this temple, whiche were longe 
to wrvte for this purpose. 

I sawe not this temple within, but I wrvte as I herde therof 
there, «nd sawe br wrrtrrge. 

And whan we had thus shede our Prlzrrmages with grete watche, 
hast, and labour, there come to Jerusalem à nobleman of Mvylan, 
called mv s' Xpofer de Paiuesvn, whiche passed with vs in 0 galve 
from Venvce to r‘ Roodes, and there he lefte onr galve and toke an 
other shvp to Alexandria and to Carye, purpasynge to haue gone 
bv v' we to saynt Kathervus Moûte, but he foüde v' passage so 
daûgerous, fVärnge no $ure condurte, v' he durste auêture no 
further that war than to Cavre, but from thens he retourned to 
Jherusalë, and arvued there bvfore our depture from thens : and 
after v'the sayd my s' Xfofer was at a poynt and agremèt with o' 
patron to passe aven w' his galve to Venvce, they both intreated 
vs prisrvmes ï gaod and fayre maner to be cütent to tar stxll at 
Jhrtm vnto uv" trvme y°sevde my s Xpoier mught do his prisry- 
mage there and vrsvte v* holr place, wherunto we al agreed and 
were cotent w* moche v‘ better good wrll brcause we were glad 
and desvrous to se and vrsvte more oftener y‘ holy plac£ there: 
and so it fel v' by meanes of the company of the sayd noble man, 
and some parte for our monev, we had eftesones Jÿcence to entre 
into the Temple of x* Holr Sepulcre other thre sondry nrghtes. 
and to vrsrte aven suche other holvr placé as we had deuocion 
vnto, and also to seke and vyrsvte dvuers prlgrymages and holr 
thynge€ that we had not sene byforne, Ke. 

Here foloweth a lytell declaracion of some other holr place and 
sondix other thingé within y Holy, Ponde;/wherof,somewexs- 
srted and some we passed by lacke of trme, whiche Ï set not in 
ordre as ther lre and stôde, but as some of vs visrted ane place 
and some an other so v'whan we mette eche reported vnto other 
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as we had foûden and sene: and so J put v° pts of my vrsytaciun 
as well as others into this Ivtell Remen:braunce. 

And first it is to wyt that the Holv Londe, which was delrucred 
to the .xij. tribes of Israell, in parte it was called s° krngdome of 
Jude, Lhar ras asevcned to}, of the tribess "is ta say, 16 Jude 
and Bengemvn, and in parte à: wes called the krngdome of Sa- 
marve, that nowe is cciled Scbesten. and that was the lied of the 
other .x. tribes of Israell: and there was seynt John Baptvst 
buryed. 

Mons Libanus is northewærde from Jherusalem, out of the 
whiche Mounte sprynge thre weilvs, wherof one of them is that 
holv seripture speketh of, savens, “ Fons ortum puteus aquaz 
viuëciü à fluût in impetu de Libane,” &e. And this welle maketh 
auntuer thetirentthmestnniee into henses, pasitoee Dithe 
plavnes of Libania and to Tvre that stoceth vpon y‘ see. Bryfore 
the est gate of this cytie of Tyre is shewed the place of y‘ Schynge 
of our Sauyo’ Ihesu Crist, where he spekynge to v° people w 
hiehvovee a ertaune Woman cofouthe, people sayde. Bless\ube 
se wombe st bere the sand ve breste otiou hath sowksd.” 

And aboute ii. or 111}. legses frome thens is the place yt now is 
desert, where + woman of Cananee prayde to our Lord for 
her doughter vt was vexed wt2a fende, wherof v° Gospell sarth, 
f [Déressuss Fhesus Sécessit Im te ir et Srdanis ét eéce mulier 
Cananea a finibus illis egressa clamauit,” &e. And the savd cytie 
of Syrdon is but right lytell from v° citie of Tire. 

And from thens men come to the noble citie of Tripous, vt 
stondeth vpon y° see. where v° grete plentre of svlke is made, and 
it is wondre full of people. 

The plavnes and londe lyenz aboute thyse Crvties and so al y* 
vale to the Mounte of Libani, by vertue of this sayd ryver, may 
well be called padyse, for y* excedrng fayrenes and infrnyte plente 
of vynes, olvffe, fygges, and cenamells, wt all other fruvte, wherof 
be non lvke in anv other pties. nether in quätrte, goodnes, ne 
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plente, and speciallr in goodnes of wyne. for of v* playne it is 
trulv savd, “ Memoridle ej° vt vin Libai* 

Also bytw ene Svéon and Tripolis &forsavd îs v° olde famous 
citre of Baruth, stomdvnge vpon the see. and it is the porte of x' 
grete famous cytie of Daneske, and at this sayde citie of Baruth 
COUPS AUNOULETISte C\d ranx hivracles nd 1S1 Ines 
from Jherusalem. Ve sawe it not. 

Aton is from thens southwardes wele towardeé Jherusalem. 
within the londe and not vpon the see. 

À Jrtell from v° szrd Baruth is Capadocia, where serxnt Georse 
slewe the dragon. 

Not fer thens, more northwar@£, 1s the grete and olde cytie of 
Anthvoche, where sevut Petre preched and dvd many mrvracles, 


audeticre Lebipiesdebue NP" imen within 1j daves here 
also was firste orderred kKs chayre, and ther he held lis See .vi. 
vere, and there Brst sprange vp and spred abrode the cristen name, 
and there longe afier Re Népatrvarkes, &c- 

À good daves journes from thens southward£ is v° glorio” olde 
crtie of Damas, were sernt Poule was baptrsed. Not fer from 
thens, aboute a mvle without y° towne, is y® place of his conuer- 
pu dAUbr creutuistentdiux decelo endin Sme cs HELENE 
place sene in v° wall  Ubie fratrib® p sporiä dimissus,” IE. 

But thyse plac£ be not within precincte of the londe of 
promyssion, &c.: norme same tiexin Dotnat this Eve, but cer- 
avne freres of Motte Svon come from thens and instructed vs tn. 

iPhevother 1. weles mlechspronse outre hril ofTibant as 
beïore, the first is cz'ied Dan and v‘ secôde is called Jor, and thev 
both fall into one rvuer, and than that rvuer is called Jordan ; and 
SUÉNCE VOUON IS CAMEd Belenas was somtyrme called Dan. . 
name of v° sad well, for it stondeth fast therbv, at v° fote of the 

sard Moute Liban: and at this towne of Dan, otherwvse called 
Belenas, begvnneth +‘ Jüce of promvssion northward£ and lasteth 
southwarde vnto Barsubee. “Verit Hevles in Barsibee, Juda.

Bytwene the whiche is x. score myle: of thyse boüdes speketh

The sard lüde of pmission is in bred, est and west, .Ix. myle, vt 
is to sav, fro Jherico to Jaffa, &e. as before. 

And at the sard Sebasten begrnneth Vales illustris, and Jasteth 
vnto the Deed $ee. 

Not fer from thens is v° prouvnce of Galylee, in the whiche pro- 
uynce are y® londe of Naym, Caphernaü, Corosaim, and Beth- 
savda, where sernt Petre and sent Andrew were borne, and at 
Corosaym Anticrist shalbe borne, as some men saye, &c. 

And at this same prournce is the gret water yt is called Mare 
Galylee, and in some place therof it is called Mare Tiberiad”, and 
by sondry other rame, after the names of townes yt stonde ther- 
upon; and thoughe so be itis called a see, in verv dede it is but a 
stondynge waeter, and it is an .c. forlonges in lengthe and .xl. for- 
long£ in bred. J] was therat, and sawe it. 

Upon this see our Sauyour went drve fote, and there he sayd to 
Peter whan he feryd drownynge, “ Modice fidei, quare dubitasti ? ” 

And vpon the brynke of y same See of Galylee is v° place 
where our Sauyour Crist stode after bis resurrection, where .vij. of 


his disciples were fysshyng. to whom he savd,  Pueri nüquid pul- . 


métariü hëte.* And therin to this daye be seen vpon the stone vt 
he stode vpon the forme of .ij. stappes of his blessyd fete ipressvd 
in ye sayd stone: and .x. pac£ frome thens is the place where the 
sayd disciples come to londe out of theyr shyp: “ Et videït fnas 
et pisce suppositü et panem,” &c. 

And therby is the sepulcre of Job, &c. 

Therby, vpon y° cooste of 5€ same see, is the cyte of Trberyadis, 
where our Sauyor Crist goyng br sawe the publrcan named Leui, 
otherwyse Mathew, syttynge at the tolhous, and sayd to hym 
“ Sequere me.” whiche forsoke all that he had and folowed our 
Lorde, and made vnto our Sauvour a grete souper in his hous. 

Therby also is the place where our Sauvo’ Criste reysed to lrfe 
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v* doughter of Archisinagogi, &c. And at this towne of Tiberiad” 
endeth v° regvon of Decapoleos, &c. Svx legge from this Tiberiad”, 
turnynge ayen towarces v® west, is a lrtell towne called Sepheron, 
wta fayre castell, wherin Joachvm, our blessyd Ladves father, was 
borne. 

Item. from this Sapheron towardes the south est is the crtie of 
Nazareth, 1]. daves iourner fro Jherusalem, whiche is a cytie of 
x° prouynce of Gulrlee, and is the self same blessyd eytie in v° 
which sprange +‘ moste holr Virgvn, of ve rote of Jesse, where, the 
aügels salutacion to her done, she concevued vt blessvd fruvte of 
her wombe our Sauvo’ Criste Jhesu. 

In this cvtie was somtyrme a favre Churche of our Ladv, but 
nowre it is downe; howbeit there is vet stondynge a Jvtell Chanell 
wherin is y€ very place of the holv salutacion of our blessvd Ladv. 
Aesaxd chapell stoce within yt,savde churche or than at fell to 
ruyne : and also in vt same chapell is v® priler of marble stone 
wherunto yet blessrd Virgvne lened whan vt aïügell Gabrvell 
brought vnto her yt swete message, sayeng,  Aue, grä plena.” &c. 
There is clene remrssron. 

In Nazareth was somtrme the Srnagozg. into the whiche whome 
our Sauvour Christe, after his baptïme came to Nazgreth, where 
he was nourvsshed, entred, after his custome, vpon the Sabat 
dave, and rose to rede, and there was delvuerd to hym y® booke 
of Isaie vt prophete, and as he rnplrght the booke he founde the 
place in the whiche was wrrten, “Spiritus Di sup me propter äd 
vnxit me euägelizare paupibus; misit me sanare contritos, bdi- 
care captiuis remissionem, et cecis visü, dimittare côfractos i remis- 
siont pCtoz, pdicare änû acceptü Dñi, et diem retributionis.” : And 
whan he hadde shvt the booke he delruered it vnto the mvnyster 
and sette hym dowue, and the ives of al them that were in the 
Svnagog intentrfiv behelde hvrm, and they al meruavled in the 
worde of grace v' proceded from his mouthe, &c. And at the 
sayde chapell of Nazareth is clene remvssron. 

Aboute .ij. arowe shot without the savde Crtie of Nazareth 
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towardes the south is the place ealled Saltus Domini, in a moun- 
tavne, vnto the top wherof the Jewes led our Sauyoure Criste, to 
haue caste hym there downe, but thev had no power so to do, for, 
“ipse autem transiens p mediü illoz ibat,” ke. And soone Aitet 
be was founden at the fote of an other Moütayne therbv, where yet 
the pryute of his holv stappes are sene. 

Aboute .ij. myle from Nazareth is the towne called the Caue of 
Galylee, where y° woman dwellvd of whom the Gospell speketh, 
and there our Lorde tournvd water into wyne, &c, 

Bethulia is 4j. good legges from Tiberiadis, aboue the See of 
Gälrlee, in the mountavynes. 

Thre legge from Bethulia, not fer from Jordan, is v* castell 
called Maydalus, wherof Merr Magdalene was ladv, not fer from 
re senulcre of Jobic. 

Also besvdes the See of Galvlee is the ascendyng vnto the 
mounte where our Sauyour Criste wente vp so often, in the whiche 
he made vt longe famous sermon of the .vij. blessydnesses and 
other vertues that be rehersrd in the Gospell. 

In the whiche Mounte also our Sauyour Criste fed .v.\Mf. men 
with .v. brede and .ij. frsshes, and there also, “ Dimissa turba, as- 
cendit solus orare,” and ther also our Sauvor dyd many myracles 
at many sondrvr tymes. 

Item, from Nazareth .ij. lerges towardes the est is the Mounte 
Tabor, into the wliche our Sauvour Criste toke vp Petre and Iamys 
and John his brother,and was transfrgured byfore them, and lis face 
shone as y® sonne, and his clothes were made whyte as snowe, as 
the Gospell sheweth: and in the top of this mountayne is a wall 
made rounde aboute the place of the träsfrguracron of our Lord, 
within the whiche circurte be fayre trees and fountayne, and vt 
place is wondre pleasaüte and delectable ; howbeïit there is no mä 
dwellvng ther, but at ve fote of xt moütayn dwel many Paynrms; 
for ther holde no man worthr to dwell in v® same moûte, for they 
worshrp it moche, and ther name + mounte, in reuerence of that 
holr place, Mons Dei: And there is plenarve remyssyon, &c. 
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And there are skewed vnto this dave the ruynes of the .ï]. taber- 
nacles made accorérnze the desvre of Petre br deuoute cristen 
inen, whanne the Hols Lande was in their handes: and it is very 
daungerous to so vp vato the hvghte of this mounte for the grete 
hyghte therof and for the pillous, step and right vp passage, &c. 
And at the fote of te mounte westward£ Nazareth is an olde Cha- 
pell in the place where our Lorde, descendynge from the moûte, 
savd to his disecipi£.  Nemini dixeritg visione häe donec.” &e. 

From Nazareth .ij. les€, and one liege from Moûüte Tabor. is the 
Mounte Hermon the more, on whose north syde is the cvtie of 
Nayw, where, whan our Sauvoure come nyghe the gate of y° crtie, 
‘ Ecce defunct® eSerrebatur filius vnic” matris sue,” whom he 
1éSS ONrOm detlh te lne 0: 

At Sabasten aforesevd. that somtyme was called Samaria, seynt 
John Baptrst was put in preson br Herode, and at the instaunce 
of a daunernge damcsell, by persuasvon of a wykkvd auoutrer her 
moder, there he was kedvd, &c. 

The sayde sernt John Baptrst was burved bytwene the pro- 
phetis Heleser [ani Abodiam, in a tumbe of marble moche lvke the 
sepulere of our Lord: but after he was taken vp and brent br 
Julvan the Apostata, &c. And now v° Sarrasvns haue taken vp 
the stones of the same tumbe and put theym to the werkes of thevr 
Muskev, 1. Temple. 

Therbv is yt criie now called Neopolis, v' some trme was called 
Thebas, of grete farme. 

À Ixtell from thens towardes Jherusalem is the welle of Jacob, 
where our Sauvour Criste, wery of goynge, syttyng vpon the welle, 
axed water of the woman Samaritä, &c. as the Gospell sheweth 
the processe of the myracle at lengthe. 

Therby is Srchem, where lre the bones of Joseph, brought from 
Egipt ec. 

Goynge frome Galrlee to Jherico, on the ryght hande is the 
Moüte of Quareniena, where our Lorde fasted .xl. dayes and .xl. 
nyght£: itis an Evghe hxll and diffveyll to ascende, but our Lord

was tempted on an hygher hvll .1j. legges from this, aboue in the 
deserte of Bethell and haye; and at the fote of this moütayne of 
Quarentena, aboute ii. arrow shottf from the same, is vt foütavne 
or well of Heleser, whose waters, brcause they were brtter salt, 
and barevne, vt savd prophet helyd them and made them swete 
and holsome ; and this well rennrvth into Jordan, &c. At the sayde 
Mounte Quarantena is plenarre remyssvon. 

And it is to be noted that the rvuer of Jordan rennyth into the 
deed See and passeth clerely thoroughe the same, and gothe forthe 
oute of the savde deed See at the other ende without takyng any 
parte of the sayd deed See with it. 

This deed See is the place wher as stode the .v. cytie that sanke 
for synne, and all the londe that bylonged and joyned vnto the 
sayde .v. cytres: and thyse be the names of theym: Sodoma, 
Gomorra, Segor, Adama, and Sebovm. 

And this deed See hathe in brede est and west .vj. legges, and 
in lengthe northe and southe .r.daves journer ; and nyghe unto 
the sayd see it is comenir derke as hell. ‘The vale by the coste of 
the same was wonte byfore the fall of the savd cytyes to be called 
Vallis Justris, for the excedynge fayrenes and plenteousnes of 
fruyte of the same, and was rekenyd most lvke vnto Paradysein 
all beauties, and now it beryth no thinge that is good, but stvnketh 
and is horryble and noysome to 2ll that se it, insomoche there may 
no fysshe Jyrue in the savde see nor foule five ouer it, nor ne beest 
maye suffre to come nyghe it durynge all rt sarvde vale aboute it. 

Also .iij. legzes from Jherusalem towardes the west ïs the 
castell of Emaus, where our Lorde, walkynge with .ij. of his disci- 
ples in lrkenesse of a prilgrrme, was knowen in brekynge of brede. 
‘1 CNICODOIIS; 

Besydes the waye towardes Ebron is Mambre, where Abraham 
dwellyd longe tyme, where he sat at the fote of Mambre in the dore 
of his lodge, he sawe .ij. men descendynge by the waye, ve whiche 
he receyued to harborough: “Tres vidit et vnü adorauit.” The 
tre called Ilex, vt than stode brfore Abraham's dore is now wasted, 
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but there is another tre sprongen of y‘ rote of y® same. This tre 
is holde in grete veneracion amonges the Sarrasvns, and from this 
tre of Mambre, abovt halfe à lesge on the right hande, is Ebron, 
in the whiche vale is Spelunca duplex, in the which are burved 
Adam and Eua, Abreham and Sara, Yseac, Rebecca, Jacob, and 
Lya. 

And from this Spelunce duplici, towardes the west, aboute a 
good bow shote, is Ager Damascenus. in the whiche place Adam 
was made. This Ager Damascenus hath erthe moche inclynynge 
to rede, and is flexible and toughe as wex, the whiche erthe the 
Sarrasyns dygge in grete plenty and lede it into Egvrpte, Ethvop, 
and Inde, and there they sell it very dere for golde and sprces ; 
and the pyttes that thev dvgge for the same erthe be full ayen and 
is as playne grounde as anv other within the same valey within ve 
space of a vere, without any castrnge in or helpe of mannes hande, 
so that no thynge may be perceyued where any dyggvnge was, be 
the pyttes neuer so grete, &c. And this is there coüted for a grete 
mvracle, bycause it is done without mannes ingyne, &c. 

And who so euer bervth of the same erthe vppon hym is saffely 
assuryd frome noveng of ant beste, and it kepeth a man frome the 
fallrnge eurll, and it is € moost fayrest and meryest Vale to loke 
vppon in all the woride. 

Therby is the place where Caym slewe his brother Abell: and 
not fer thens is the caue where Adam and Eua bewavyled the deth 
of theyr sone Abell an .c. veres, and therefore it is called in some 
place of Scrvpture Vallis Lacrimarum. 

Aud in the same vale is a Caue in a rok where Adam and Eua 
dwellrd whan thes were érvuen out of Paradyse, and there they 
begate their chidren, and ve forme of thevr beddes appere vet in 
the sayd caue, and the savd caue is aboute .xxx. fote euery waye. 

For as some men say, the same dave that our Lorde had formed 
Adam and Eu in v* savde vale they were incontynentlr translated 
into Paradvse, and the selfe same dar they synned and were 
drvuen out of Paradrse, and were put there aven. 
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And so this vale is called the vale Ebron in some place therof, 
and in another place therof it is called the vale of Mambre. JItis 
also called Ager Damascenus and Vallis Lacrimarum ; and it hathe 
thyse jiij. names by circuite and tournynges as they chaüge thevr 
places vnder the mountaynes that lre aboute them, &c.; but ther 
do areche ferre in lengthe. This Vallis Lacrimarum is .ij. legces 
frome Ebron towardes the northwest, and it was called Torrens 
Botri: ‘“ Unde exploratores tulerunt palmitem cum vua sua quem 
portabant in vecte duo viri de malis quog, grauat et de ficis loci 
illius.” Numeri .xiij. &c. ‘‘Terram quam lustrauimus deuorat 
habitatores suos” eo capto. 

Upon the lefte hande of this valer, at halfe a lege, somwhat 
discendynge, is the ryuer in the whiche Phvlvp baptrsed virü 
Ethiopü Eunucü Cädacis regine Ethiopum qui erat super omes 
gasas eius veneratq, adhorare in Jherusalem et reuertebatur sedens 
Super CUITU Sun. ACt.vil. ce 

And au}. legges from thens is Domus Zacharie, in the moun- 
taynes of Jude, wherof is wryten byfore, from the whiche place we 
sawe the Mounte of Modvn, where the Machabeus were borne. 
and there vet be their sepulcres, which may be sene right fer, &c. 

And it is to be noted that euery holy place before rehersed in 
al this boke, beyng within the Holr Londe, where any myracle 
was shewed or any mystery was done by our blessrd Sauvour or 
any of his sayntes, or any mencyon made of any holr actes, there is 
at euery one of them .vij. yere and .vij. lentes of pardon; and at 
euery pryneypall holy place of the grete mysterves is clene remys- 
sron de pena et culpa; and of thyse holr places, bycause they be 
so preuylegyd aboue other, therfore T haue made mencron of ye 
sayde plenarye remyssyon in the chaptres of artycles of the sayde 
pryncypall holy places, &c. 


All the foresayd pylgrrmage thus done, we made vs redv, and by 
one assent dressed vs to retourne to our galve, and there we toke 
humbly our leue of yt holy places and of xt moste blessyd cyrtie of 
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Jherusalem, rekenynge ourselfe not so happy to se any more the 
same in all our lvues. and thankrnge Almyghty God with all our 
hertes ofvecerete grace that he’gaue vnio vs to se and vysvte the 
savde blessvd places and holv crtie ones in our lyues or thanne we 
dved, and thus with rrght Ivghte and jovous hertes. br warnynge 
of our droremêé and guydes. we come all to Mounte Svon von the 
Mondave that was the .xii]. dave of Septembre, that was Hoolv 
Rode dave, aboute .j. a cloke atte after noone. where we founde 
all redx, the lordes Mamolukes, as well af Jherusalem as of Rama, 
and other, with thevr folkes to v® nombre of .iij.c. horsmen, to 
condyte vs to Jaffe: and so there at the sayde Mounte Svon we 
toke our asses and rode forth at the sayd trme, and neuer we 
alvæhted to bevte vnto trme we come to Rama, whiche js .xxx. 
long myle from Jherusa lem ; and aboute A]. houres bvfore dave ve 
same nvght we come to Rama, and Jvght there at the Hospitall, 
beynge rrght wery of that journer, for the bestes that we rode 
vpon were right werke, and right symple and euyll trrmmyd to 
journey with; wherewe lave all Tewsday and Wednysday all day. 


Thursdave about .ix. of the cloke we toke our assvs, and come to 
Jaffe v° same day soone after noone, and lax there in y€ grote all 
that nvyzht, and were right euyl intreated by the Sarrasyns many 
waves, and in grete fere, whiche were longe to wryte, &c. 


Frydave avenst nyght, with grete diffrcultie, wt moche pacrence, 
and also with large departynge of our money, we were delruerd a 


borde our galve. 


And Saterday the .xix. day of Septembre we made sayle home- 
warde with rrght grete joe. 


Upon Frydaye the .xxv. daye of Septembre we come to Salyns 
in Cipres and Saterdar in y* mornynge we landyd there,  u 
wente to suche casales as we founde and refresshed vs 
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And whyles we lave in Cipres many of our pylgrymes went to 
se the Crties in the Countre there aboute. and some vrsvted prl- 
grrimages, &c. 

Aboute .iij. myle frome Femagust is an olde Castel] wherin savnt 
Kathervne was borne: and she was the king£ doughter of that 
vle, called Costus, as 1t is shewed there, aswell br wrrtynsc as br 
reporte. ce. 

This yle was somtrme called Paphus, &c. and Crchrm, &c. 


And there we lave at the sayde Salvns vnto Frydave that was 
the seconde dave of Octobre, at whiche tyme we made sayle 
towardes v€ Roodeg. Neuerihelesse the wynde was soo straynable 
avenst vs that we made no spede, but somtrme sayled and som- 
trme fell to an äcre somwhere nrghe the shore in the sayd coste of 
Cipres ; and thus we founde the wvnde arenst vs, or cllvs such 
calmes that we coude not saxle, vnto the .xij. dave of Octobre, 
that was sevnt Fdwardes daye, in the mornvnge, at whiche trme 
we come nyghe the mountavnes of Turkevin Asia, and soone after 
we passrd by Mrvrrrea, where sernt Nvcholas was brsshop, and 
not fer thens, more westwarde, we sawe the hyll of Caucasis, &c. 

And thus we savled thorughe the Gulfe of seynt Elvn, other- 
wyse called the Gulfe cf Satalre. and come alonge the costes of 
Turker, and there we sawe the mountaynes of Macedonve: and 
soo the Wednysdare at nvght, that was the .xii. day of Octobre, 
we hadde syght of the vle of the Roodes: and Thursdaye all dave 
we rollyd stvil in the ceime, as we had done many daves afore. 


And Fryrdare, the .xvi. dar of Octobre, we come to the Roodes 
to dyner, and there we lave Saterdsve, Sondave, and Mondave. 


Fewysdaye, the .xx. day of the same moneth, we made sarle, 
aboute x. a cloke at nvght, out into the Roode. ‘ 

Of our chere «nd well entreatrnge at the Roode, and what 
comforte was done vuto vs, specralls by mayster Newporte and 
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mavster Wrvllram Weston. and afterwarde by other gentrlmen of 
Enclonde here /1tvere loneetonwrvienNe: 


\Wednysdave, the .xxi .dave of Octobre, erelx. we savled forth 
saklr and easelr avenst the wvnde, and so the same dive avenst 
mise comenvehe dre oMliscopis oinenmvse caled MIE 
where as + moste specvall wvne af those partres grewe. 

Fherby also is the vle af sevnt Nrcholas of Cartha, where as all 
inanere toles made of vrron neuer lese the ezge, but contrnewe 
alwavye sherne without any crafte done therto br manneés ingvne : 
and this is br mrracle of sevnt Nicholas; and than we sayled 
»Y Alango, Nio. with many mo yle londes that belonge vnto the 
Raodes. 


€ 
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And vpon Thursday at nyght we passvd br the vle of Scarpäto. 
called in Latyn Carpadiu, a wondre plentrous vle of all sood, and 
it is the vttermoste rle of all the Cicladas towardes v° southe: the 
vttermoste toward£ the northe is Tenedos. the vttermoste towarde 
the estis Roode. the vttermoste towardes ve west is Cirio. alias 
dict” Cithera: and Deolos is in the myddes of the sayd Cicladas, 
which be in all iñj. vies v' stonde in the see rounde as à compas. 
and the brede and lengthe bvtwene the savd ii}. vles is all one. 
that is to sav. bytwene the sayd Carpanto and Tenedos, Roodes 
and Cirigo. &c. 


And thus we were brelarmyd, and the wrnde that was bernge 
euer streyght avenst vs svns our deptrnge from the Roodes 
vnto Saterday at nvght, that was the .xxij. daye of Octobre, 
whiche euvnnrnge the wynde began to inforce and blowe out- 
ragvousir, and all that nyght induryd a wondre grète tempest, 
aswell br excedynge ouer blowynge of wynde as br contynuell 
lyghtnynge: soo that the Sondav in y° mornynge we were com- 
pelled by constrernt of the sayd tempest to retourne an .c. myle 
backe 10 the yle of Alanzo. where some of vs went a londe the 
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szme Sondave at after noone to refresshe vs the, and to store vs of 
newe vrtayiles ; and there we laye Mondave, Tewvrsdave, Wednvs- 
Cere, cad lhusdanesilidave. 

This catell of Aléntro, withallèthe vie of the same, ïs vnder the 
comynacyon of the Roodes, and the famous Castell of sevut Peer 
Hreltiouer. On ensE ve A on vien is meruavilous 
1e suc and other lvke therunto in strengtlhie, it stondeth vpon 
the see within the mayne londe uf Turkev, and noue it is ouer 
rom Alango the serd Castell of sevnt Peer .Xvij. mryle, and 
Alsn£o 1s frome Ÿ" Roodes ©. myle. Note, of the tumbethat was 
iotde at seynt Peer whvles we were in these ntves. 


Frydere thatues the sis, dive dOvtabre, té made savle, but 
ÉSUHeS SO COtléiousi 


ë AVENSE VS, tuut We were 
ÉNDe loue é to es acre bv the coste or 
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Fed le ot Abieo, 
0: passrnse 1]. 1nyle from the casicll that we come fro; and 
there we a Saterdave, Alhalowe Euyn, all dave. ‘The same 
eurunynge we made sasie ayen, and toke the see towardes Candr ; 
and the same 1. there rose suche à race of tempest that we 

ere tossed to and fro all the nyght in the see with rrght srete 
perevii and FA and so induryd the next dave, Sondave, Al- 
Ralow Dave, in so moche whan the marvners had done their beste 
to recouer Candv, we were with vrolence and rage of the savde 
te. pest constreyned fo recoyle and turne backwardes, and to seke 
So Han nr the coste of Furkey ; and so, after many and 


. . it was not  . to fasten any ancre there, 
and s0 we ere ärruen so nyghe vpon the shore yt we and all the 
mavsters and marvners rekenvd nor thought none other bat to 

e ben lost. Neverthelesse ther made out a bote to serche for 
ncre hoide. and in conclusyon nee ande grounde at iii]. score 
etiem, where we lette fall an ancre; and bv this tvme we were 
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alimoste drvuen vpon the rok, whiche was hrdrous and ferefull to 
loke vpon: whiche rokes, with all the vles there, be desertes, and 
vpon the costes of Turkev, whiche caused vs to be the more in 
fere, in so moche euerv man made hym redy to Almvghty God, 
and dressed them in redvnes with suche thynges as ther thought 
shuld best releue them and helpe thevm at the shore to saue thevr 
vues, and wavted for none other, but euery man to shvîte for his 
escape as Almvghtr God wolde veue theym grace. And in this 
crete fere and drede, by v° meanes of the deuoute pravers and 
holy vowes of some well Grsposed people, the wrnde blewe not so 
stravnablv as bvfore, br reason wherof the sayde ancre helde vs 
frome jumppvnge and betynge vpon the sayde rok, whiche passed 
not frome the sterne of our galve an hande brede. and atte the 
Jaste, with outragvous laboure of bothe marvners and prlgrvmes, 
and bv the wrsdome and polycie of y° mavster marvners, and 
moste specvallr br the power and wvil of Almvghtr God, with 
meruavlous drffveultre we larged frome the shore ;: and as soone 
as we had recouerde as moche rome as we myghte tourne oure 
galve to the vauntage of the wyrnde withoute touchrnge of the 
sayd rok, we made savyle with joye ynough, and thanked Almrghte 
God for our ascape from the parell and daunger that we were in: 
neuerthelasse we were soo tangled in among the sayde deserte vles 
that we couce nat gette oute frome anionges them vnto the nexte 
dave at nvrht, whiche was All Soules dave. at whiche trme we 
began to drawe out into the large sce. And this vle where we 
were in this parell is called Morgovn. 


And the next mornynge, Tewvsdare, that was the thirde day of 
Nouembre, we recouerde syght of the vle of Candv, wherof we 
made grete jove, not oonlv for the happv eseape frome the grete 
daunger y‘ we were late in, but also for the lacke and scarsenes of 
vrtavilrs that was in our galve: for not oonly the patrone, but al 
the prigrrmes and also the galvotes, were elerelr dvspurueyde of 
bredé mendeand'all other votarileNNiesame déve themnde 
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fell well in our waye. and so we come to Candy late the same 
nyght. The nexte mornynge we londed there, and after masse we 
rested vs and refresshed vs after our grete fere and trouble with 
such vytaviles and necessarves as we founde there, and so recom- 
forted our self after the greate scarnesse that we hadde susterned 
many dayes byforue; and there we lay the lenger brcause we were 
aduertysed that the grete captavne of Turkerv, on Camaly, lay in our 
wave towarde Curfo with a grete army of Turkes gayleys and 
fustes, and had lately taken many sayles of cristen men. We 
founde also at Candv 4j. other galves, Venysvans, ladynge malue- 
sres, called the galeys of Traffvgo. 

Saterdave-that was the im). der of Nouembre, erlr in the 
mornynge we made sayle, and all vt daye we were soo brcalmyd 
that we made lrtell spede, und the same daye ayenst nyght ye 
wynde made so strayte avenst vs that we were constreyned to take 
hauen in the sayde vle of Candv, not passynge .ix. or .x. myle 
frome the cvtie of Candy that we come fro; and there we lay Son- 
dave and Mondaye all dave. 


Tewvsdaye erlr, that was the .xvij. daye of Nouembre, we made 
sarle aven towardes Curfo, but y wrnde eftsones rose soo contra- 
ryouslr avenst vs that we were fayne to retourne ayen to the crte 
of Candr the same urght, and erlx we londed there, and Jar there 
the same Wednysdar all daye. 


Thursdave, that was the .xix. dave of Nouembre, we made sayle 
aven, and so dyde the other 4j. galers of Traffigo also in our com- 
pany, in one of the whiche passrd the captayne of Candy to Ue- 
nyvce. The same Thursdave we saved, stvll trauersvnge y° see 
avenst yt wynde: and so in lvke wyse we dyde y® nyght folow- 
rage. and also Frydaye all daye,in so moche the wynde grewe 
so contraryous vnto vs, and the tempest arose so idyously, 
that we were fayne to recoyle bak aven to seke vs some sure her- 
borough. 
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And the neste dave, Saterdave, the .xxj. day of Nouembre. with 
grete dvffveuite we recouerde an hauen on the north syde of the 
vle of Myvlo, where we founde ve other .ij. galves of Trafigo that 
were put from vs in the savde tempest. ‘his Mylo is one of the 
Ciclades. vles of Grece. and tryburve* bothe to the Turkes and ta 
Uenyce. We founde there none house nor dwellruge, but at ve 
ende of .x. mvle frome the see there we founde a castell meruar- 
lousiv replenrsshed with peonle. 


And there we lave Sondare, Mondave, and Tewsdave all dave. 
‘This vle af Mrslo is an .c. myle northe from Candv : it was called 
Melos. and is roundest of all vles, &c. 


On Wednrsdare folowvrnse, that was the .xxv. dave of Nouem- 
bre, the wvnde fell fayre in our way, and so avenst nysht we 
made sayle: neuerthelesse the same nyght there rose ayen an huge 
grete tempcst, and indured so Thursdave all daye, and the wynde 
outrariousiy avenst vs, br forse wherof we were put aren bak and 
rejecte vnto the coste of a desert vle nexte adjornynge vnto the 
sayde vle of Mrlo that we come fro. Howbeit the other 5. galves 
of Trafizo our felowes thev recouerde ayen tie hauen at Mvlo that 
we come all from. ‘This savd tempest and y® pervllous rode that 
we had there was more daungerous to vs than ant pell that we 
were in bvfore, for we were so be bayred that we had no remedy 
but truste to our ancre hole, and lave amoste harde abrode the 
urete vegly rokkes, and the £rete ouragrous wynde open *ppon vs 
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blowynge withoute mercey : and all the whyle that we lave in this 
pervilous rode we were in grete fere. and rekenyd our selfe in grete 
peryk and ouer that, bycause it was a deserte yle, there was no 
thynge to be founide that myght be to our relefe, nother in vx- 
taylles nor otherwyse, whiche discomforted vs right moche. 


Sondav. the .xxix. day of Nouembre, byfore day the tempest 
vet inforced more and more: howbeït the wvnde fell somwhat 
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nete to put vs, with helpe and crafte of marynage, from the shore, 
and so ve the same mornvne we warde our ancre and made sayle, 
and come into the foresavd hauvn at Mylo, where our 1]. felowes 
the calves of Tratico lave, wherof we were all right glad that we 
had recouerde thevr company ayen:; and as soone as we had let 
fall our ancres and cvnvd. our patron bad euerr man shulde go to 
londe and prouvd for vrtayiles if thev Ivste. and soo .n]. of our 
felowes. mith sondry other. went on londe to a cestell .x. myle 
frome the shore of our hauvn, and soone after that they were gone 
the wrnde came farre in our waye, and the captayne of the galves 
of Trafiso bezan to way his ancres: that seynge, our patron de- 
Ru aduvse of his coûüsarilers and of the gouernoures of our 
galve. and also of some of the prlgremes. what was best to be done 
touchynge our govnge or abydvrnge. sernge that some of our com- 
pany were on londe: wherunto it was shortly answered and con- 
cluded vtwe shuide departe and holde company with y® other 
calves, and to tary Îor no man, and that for many grete causes 
there and than alegsed, wherunto my garne sayenge nor resonynge 
br favre meanes or foule made to the contrarye mrght not auarle 
nor be herde; and so the same afternoone we made sayle, wherof 
I was in rvght grete heuvnes and sorowe for my company that re- 
mayned s00 brhynde in so desolate a place vnpuruered of euerr 
thynge. The same nvrghte folawrnge the wrnde by come sore 
avenet vs, and so we trauersyd the see to and fro alle that nvght, 
and so we dyde Mondare all dave, that was sernt Andrewes daye. 


Tewvsdave, the firste dare of Decembre, v° wynde inforced so 
moche and so strercht arenst vs that our gouernoures sawe it was 
not possrble for vs to wynne nor passe Capo Maleo, whiche is a 
pornte of the marne londe of \forre in Grece that lyeth out fer 
into the see, and comenir it is grete daunger to passe the sayd 
se and specyalle in wynter. &ec. And this sard terryble 

“ether and contrarrous wynde. with the daüger of that passage, 
iokeë vpon and well for seyne br our mayster marvners and souer- 
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nours. they all concluded to retourne ayen with the wynde to the 
hauen and vle of Mylo that we come fro, and so we drde, wherof 
1 was right glad and joyous, bycause I trusted there to recouer my 
company that was lefte behynde, to the whiche hauen we come the 
same nvght late: but soone after all mx sayd joye was tourned 
into a new heuvnesse and sorowe, for at our first cofñvnge thether 
I herde that my company aforesard hyred them a Grrpe, and were 
gone into v£ see to seke for therr beste passage, and thus we were 
in more dispavre of them than bvfore, &e. 

Neuerthelesse, r® same tempest and contraryous wrnde, as hap 
was, put them forseblr bak ayen into the same xle of Mylo the 
selfe same Tewvsdave late in the nyghte, where they toke hauyn, 
MONA TU]. OT Is. mile from vs: andthe neste monniie 
whäne ther wente on londe ther herde of the persans and suche 
as they mette that alle thre Galevs were reiecte and recovied bakke 
br the sayde tempest, and lave in the hauyn where as thex were 
before, of the whiche newys oure sayde company were rrght 
jovous and thanked Almvghty God, as they hadde good cause to 
doo. 

And incotynêtiv they come to vs into our galer, of whose com- 
vange whether bothe they and we were glad or no it nedeth not to 
tel&e, 


And there we lave stvll in yt sayd hauen at Mrlo Wednysdare, 
Thursdav, Frvdav, Saterday, Südav, seynt Nicholas dave, and 
Mondaye all day. The same nyght there arose a meruarlous grete 
tempest, with excedynge rayne and with the gretyst rage of wynde 
that euer 1 sawe in all my lvfe; and so incessantiv contrnued all 
that nyghte, in so moche where we had out .ij. ancres thev helde 
not fermelv, but rasvd and draggyd by vrolence of that outrageous 
storme, br force wherof we were almoste drruen vpon the rokkr 
shore there: and greate pyte it was to se what trrbulacion and fere 
the marvners hadde that nvght, and also the prlgrymes, whiche 
rose out of our lodgrng£ and drewe vs together, und deuoutlv and 
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ferefullv sange  Salue Regina” and other Antrmes, with versicles 
and coîlettis appropred for suche effecte : and we all vaue money 
and vowed a pylyrrmage in generall to our blessed Ladr de \yra- 
eulis at Venvse, besvdes other pticules* vowes that many prlgrrmes 
inade of thevr singuler deuoéüns. And in lvkewyse îhe marrners 
made a pvigrymage at their awne costes aud charge. And ouer 
this euerr man, aswell prigrrmes &s other, trussed aboute therm 
suche lyghte geyre as they had, and made theym redy to shvîte for 
thevr escape at the fall of the saley to the rok in suche wyse as 
the sood Lorde wolde veue theym grace. Howbeit we vnderstode 
afrerwardes bv the marvuers that all our trussyng and hope ta 
escape shulde haue ben in vayne : for if the galve had ones towclied 
vt rok we had ben all pervsshed, s they savde ; and so the best 
marvners of them rekenvd none otherwvse for theymselffes. And 
in this whrvle, with grete deuocion and praver of sorne well disposed 
prlgrymes there. and euery man hangrnge im this grete fere, with 
outragvous elamours and crves of the maryners they let fall the 
thvrde ancre, which, thankyd be Almrghty God, helde faste and 
kepte our galve frome dryurng any further, and so we rode out ve 
ferse storme for that night. 


The nexte morowe, Tewsdave, that was our Ladves dare, we 
were uretelr comforted by coMvnge of the dare lrght and that we 
mygcht se aboute vs: howbheït the rage and storme contrnued styll 
all the Tewsdaye and ali the nyght folowvnge. and Wednysdaye all 
ave; so that both nvght and dare we lave there stxll in wondre 
grete trrvbulacion and fere, for if vur salye bad fallen to rakynge 
and draggvnge aven, we hadde ben all loste. 


en 


Thursdaye, that was the .x. dave of Decembre, v° tempest began 
to slake. and the wvnde fell more softe and bycome well in our 
waye. Neuerthelesse we durste not remeue for our lues, sernge 
the see in suche eoMocvon and wednesse and the wether so vn- 
stable, and specyall in that moste dede ivme of the yere, the dayes 
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than bevnge at shortest, and v° longe derke nyghtes at the lügest, 
and none hauvyn for vs to come to bytiwene that place and Curpho, 
whiche is .v..c. mvle from thens, but Barbarv or Turkex. And 
tes we lax stvll there Frrdave and Saterdave. 


Sondaye, the .xhj. cave of Decembre, bathe the ather galves of 
rafigo and also we, wavéde our ancres in the mornynge., :.nd made 
savle aboute .ix. or .x. a clok v® same mornvnge. ‘The same nyght 
trere fell suchie a calme that we made right lvtell spede: so in- 
dured Monday all deve. 


‘Fhe same euvnnvuse the wynde began to wex fresshe, and so 
irte in the euenynse we savled br Capo Maleo that is so daunger- 
«as to passe bv, from the whiche we hadde ben so often rejecte br 
vrolence of sondrr st-rmes. as appereth hvfore, 

This Capo Male is the hed corner and povnte of Morrea, in the 
prouvuee of Achava. within Grece: and all that parte of Grece, 
rome the vle of Curfo to the coste avenst the yle of Nyrgroponte, 
was somivme called Ramanve. 

This Morrea is a wonderful plentvous coëûtre, and thyse cytes 
folowvnge be in the sivde Morrea; that is to save, Archadia, Coro- 
zona. Modona, Neapolis de Romania, Malfasia, Camelüe, Saxe- 
nilo Andthis Morrea is almoste inelosed with ve see, excepte 
there gothe oute a stärke of .vi. mvle brode, entrynge into Grece, 
wherof is more bvfcre. 

Afore the poynt of this Capo Miäleo southwardes is the vle of 
Cirigo. otherwvse called Citerea. Venus was borne there, wherof 
is more largelv wrvten briare. 

And, as it is savce there, Dolos or Delphos is juste in the 
mvddes of the Cicladas vles. Et not. that all the Cicladas vles ben 
‘in Elesponto int Esxeñ Mare et Maleü constitute.” and the see 
called Arelipelagus cothe rounde aboute thevm, of the whiche vles 
is wryvten more largelrv brfore. 

Item, ulonse from tle savd Capo Maleo northwearde and som- 
what csterlv Iveth thievr cours that wall sayle to Neanolis de 
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Romania, Nigroponte, Athenas, Cio, or the grete yle called Stabi- 
mini, or to Meleton, where tie Frensshemen were lately distressed, 
or to Tenedos, and to Constantynople, and to the yle Calcedonv, 
or ouer the strevtes to Trova, Mryrrea, Galathas, or to the yle 
of Pathemos. or anv where ellrs amonges the Cicladas vles, 
or forther to Macedunv or to Carmonia, whiche is on this syde 
Macedonya. 

And itis to be noted that y® savd streishtes, otherwyse called 
the brache of seynt George. sothe out of the sce of Archipelägus 
faste by Constantinople, bytwene Turkey and Grece, and so goth 
into Mare Major. &c. And the sayde streytes departe Europa 
end Asia, Ke. 

And all the sayd Monday nvght, and also the Tewsdare nexte, 
that was the .xv. daye of Decembre, there contynued suche a calme 
that we made right Ivtell spede., but lave and fiotred in the see 
right werely bv reason of the sayd tedvous ealme., Neuerthelesse 
we were all joyous and glad that we were passed vt perillous 
poynte of Capo Maleo, for we were in fere and doubte we shulde 
not have passed it so soone, but haue remaynyd in the oute vles 
that we come fro all the wvnter, as other galyes merchaunte haue 
done sondry tymes in veres passed, &c. 


The same Tewsdaye at nyght, that was the sayd .xv. dave of 
Decembre aforesayd. the wether brgan to ouercaste with ravne, 
wrnde, thondre, and Jyghtenynge out of measure, and so con- 
tynued a maruevllous greate storme and foule wether all that nvoht, 
and specyally avenst dar in the mornynge, at which trme we were 
almoste Ivke to haue pervsshed br an vnware and fers pery and 
blast of wynde coynge so sodenlr that we coude not strrke oure 


sayle in à longe whvle. 


And the same nexte daye folowynge, y! was Wednysdare, we 


were almoste in the same daüger sondrr tymes, what with stry- 
kynge of our sayle, and with tourrynge of the seme. That dave 
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was also tempestous outragiousiv, what by soden stormes of 
wyndes and fallynge ayen to calmes, and with rage of the wode 
wrouzht sees, that itwas meruayle to se, and with ravne and havle 
more sreuouslv then I haue sene before. And our moste novaüce 
and ferefull grefe was that we had no porte nor hauyn to flee to 
for socoure and herborowe but into Turkev or Barbarv. into the 
handes of the Inñdels and extreme enemves of our Cristen fayth. 
And thus all the lattre pte of the sard Wednvsdar. and all the 
nyght folowvng, we made savle but rvght seldome, but br cüstreynt 
and force of the sayde foule chaungeable wether we strake all oure 
savles and lay drruynge in the large see at Godes wyli vnto the 
nexte mornvnge, Thursder, at whiche trme we made savle aven, 
notwithstondrnge the fouie wether indured stx]l, and æboute noone 
the same daye we come to the Yle of Sapiencia, vi is directlv aven 
Modona in Morrea witiin Turkey, wlehe evte and countre the 
grete Turke toke from the Venvsvans but fewe veres passed. The 
same Thursdav the prigrrmes and marvners, sevnge what vexacon, 
trouble, and daunger that we daylr were ï by reason of the prilous, 
vnstable wether, we all br one assent auowed à prisrrmage to be 
made in all our behalffes to our blessrd Ladv of Loreta, besvde 
Anchona in Îtalve, and deputed certayne prlgrymes to gather the 
money amonges vs to make v® costes and luboure of a prlerrmeto 
be sent in our names with our offeringes for our good spede and 
delvueraunce of all pellvs and daungers. 

The same Thursdave there fell suche a calme at after noone vt 
we Jay waltervnge and walowvnge in the see byfore Modona, vnder 
ve vle of the sayd Sapiencia. and y wynde was so scarce that our 
savles had no power or force to kepe vs from the shore: and so 
the sourges of the wrousht see, br Ivtell and Ivtel. had almoste 
dryuen and sette oure galre upon the rok and shore of the sayd yle 
of Sapiencia: insomoche we hadde none other remedy but strake 
downe our boote and mañnvd her with ores, wherwithall, and with 
helpe of our ores within the borde. and by other crafte of marv- 
nage, with grete dvffvculte and fere they kepte the Galve frome the

shore : and greate trvbulacion the maryners hadde or ther coude 
clere us of the savd rok. And the nvght folowvrnge we were al- 
noste in tlie same case at an other shore: but as Almvghtr God 
wolde, the wyrnde come sodeynlv favre and mete for vs. and botlie 
ciered vs of that daunger and also sette vs forwardes in oure wave 
witheielit oo spede, 


f And taus the nexte mornynoe. Frydave (rat was the xvi 
dave of Decembre, whanne we were in the hyghe sec, ahoute .xxx. 
mrle in oure ware frome Modona, the wynde full platte avenste vs: 
wherfore the patron sente for all the prlgrrines to come tu hvm, 
and here suche maner thynges as he woulde shewe vnto vs, and 
han we were comen the effecre of lis processe was this, savinye, 
that, as we sawe well oure selfe, the wrnde was tourned extremelr 
avenste vs, for the whiche cause we muste nedelr take one of ii. 
wayes, that is to sav. ether to trauers the see, whiche was daunger- 
ous for fere of drvurnge by contrarvous wether into Barbars, or 
to lre longe in the see, he bernge vnpuruered of brede and other 
vytaviles ; or els the 1j. remedy and way was to recovle backe to 
Modora, where, notwithstondinge thev be Turkes, he douted not 
to haue vrtarlles, and that he, his galv, and all his companv, shulde 
be in good saaffty there, bycause there ïs sure lege brtweene the 
grete Turke and the Venverans. Howbeit, breause we prlerrymes 
were not, as he sard, comprrsed in the sayd jege, he wolde not 
therfore promys nor waraüt vs any suertv, but we to stande at 
oure aduenture. And there he put vs to the choys of thvse fore- 
sayd 4j. waves, swerng” to vs the daungers of bothe, as is before 
rehersed : wherunto by one assent we answered clerely ytwe wold 
&bvde v€ daunger to kepe y° see rather than retourne to Modona 
into the handes cf the enemryes of our fayth, and that we wolde 
not assent to come there in no wyse: and so we kepte forthe our 
waye all that forenoone, and immediatelv after dyner the patron 
and v° coûcerllers of ve galr toke a new coïcacion, and cëcludvd 
without any assent of vs pylsrvmes to retourne to Modona. br- 
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cause his galvottes and offrcers made suche elamoure for vrtaviles : 
and so the same dar we arrvued at the porte vnder the Yle of 
Sapiencia, bvfore Moduna. aboute 1j. of the clok at after noone, 
not passrnge hi]. or .h1j. mvle frome Modona. ‘he same nvght 
there caine to vs frome Modona a bote that brought wyne and 
sondrv other vrtaviles to sell. and shewed that r° eaptavue of the 
towne sende wurde br them that who so euer Îlvst to come on 
londe for vytavilé or anv other thvnge that they lakkvd shulde 
come and goo saaflelr and be welcome. Howbeit there wente no 
man on Jande there. for we warted for the firste wrnde, and ther- 
with to be forwardes. 


GThe nexte morowe, Saterdare, erelr there come bootes to us 
oute of the towne w:th fresshe brede, wyne, ovle, herbvs. and 
suche other thrnges zs were necessarve for vs: and so the same 
Saterdaye in the forenoone we made savle and come faste bvfore 
the towne with rrvght small spede, for it was verrx calme, whiche 
calme indured moche what all that after noone. ‘Fhis towne of 
Modona is favre and wonderlr strong. as ferre as we myghte per- 
ceyue. Avenst nvght the wyrnde fell favre in our wave, so that 
we savled further that nvght tlianne we drde in any daye svyns 
we departed from Jafe. 


Sondave in the moravnge we passed br the Yle of Janto, vnder 
the Venycrans, and br Zaffolonia, and passvnge by Archadia in 
Morrea, and bv dvuers other castellvs in Morrea and without on 
the caste of the sayde Grece that the Turke holdeth. The same 
Sondavye we passed by a gulfe in Grece within the whiche stondeth 
the cytye of Patras, where sevnt Andrewe suffred passyon. The 
same dave arenste nyght the wynde fell somwhat agaynste vs, 
wherof grewe a greate contrauersie and stryfe brtwene v£ mayster 
marvners, holdrnge dyuers onynvons, some sayinge it Was beste 
to take hauyn, retournruge to Janto there as we hadde passvd by 
the same mornvnge, and some helde ctherwyse, euerv man after 
lis opvnyon ; whiche stryfe and contrauersie troubled vs prlervnies 
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right moche. Howbeit im conelusvon we tournyd oute briwene 
Janto and Zafolonta. and toke the brode see, wliere we trauersvd 
all that nrgit. 

Mlondave, thé x diiveitme no moche wvnde. Adowbet 1t 
Was very scerse or ve durvase all that dave and lxkewvse allile 
nyght iclowvnce. 


Tewsdare, the .xxij. day of Decembre, we come inta the rysht 
Canell entrynge betwene Grece, called nowe Turkev, and the Yle 
of Curfoo, where we myght se the toiwne and castellys of Curf.o 
stondrrge fevre brfore vs. wherof we were rrghte gladde. &c. 

The seme Tewsdave at nyghte late we surged in ve Rade. not 


er from Curfoo, fur vt calme wolde not suffre vs to come into the 


The nexte mornvuge, Wednysdave, that was the .xxiij. dave of 
Decembre. we come into the hauyn, and went a lande to masse, 
At oure commvnge to the savce Curfoo, we founde there the two 
galves of Trafiso that departed frome vs to Myxlo. whiche galevs 
we Joste in the tempest, not knowvnge vnto this trme whether 
they were perrsshed or not. and ther thought the same br *s 
Ana at this Curfo we lave the nexte dave. Thursdave, that was 
Cristenmasse eurn. Frrdare. Cristemasse da ave. and all the holv 
daves. 

Whäne we were thus at Curfoo, my syr Christofer Paluesvn, a 
noble man cf Mvian, and sondrx other of the beste passengers in 
our galve, sevnge the grete fere and trouble that we hadde often 
ben in, and what pervil and daunger we hadde ben manr tymes 
put to br sondry stuormes, consycervnge also the grete contrauer- 
sies. Tarvaunces, strvues, and discordes that were alw ave brtwene 
the gouernours amd the mavster marvners of oure galve in euerv 
suche storme and pervil, sevnre «lso that thiere wantyd manv ma- 


rvners and galvaties of the nombre that oughte to be in the savde 
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galve thorughe couetousnes and wretchednes of the patron of the 
same, by reason wherof there was not helpe suffrcrent to gouerne 
and rnlemthensarde gae an thewvntermethen. or theviiele 
consvderacvons mv svr Christopher Paluesvn and the best pas- 
sengers aforesavde Jefie and forsoke oure galre, and gate therm 
selfe into one of the savd galevs of Traffñigo. called Contervn. for 
thevwbettenspede and more Suerte. 


Mednisdenc that was the, Dave 0 A Pecembre notwith- 
stondyng it was moche calme. vet we made savle and departed 
frome the same Curfoo with ryght Ivtell spede. whiche calme in- 
dured all the nrght folowvnge. 


Fhursdarve we hadde otherwhvles calmes and otherwhrles 
metely good wrnde. Tlie same euvnnvnge the wynde besan to 
blowe à rrvght good coole in oure waxe, with the whiche we passed 
by the vles of Gasopolis, Dardamä, and Corsirä. The same nvght 
ahoute .xi1.* or .x. a clokke the wrnde come so contrarrousir and 
blewe so moche, with so grete ravne and foule wether, that we 
coude beare ryght seldome any sayle, but lave and droffe in the 
see all that nvght, br reason of ve whiche troubelous wether we 
toke butuytell rest xt nwght. 


The nexte dave, Frrdave, that was Newe Veres dave, there was 
metelv wvnde vnoughe, but it was so scarse towardes oure wave 
that we made noo spede. The nyght folowvnge there rose à 
wondre grete tempeste of excedynge moche wynde, and therwithall 
it ravned and havled so vnmesurablr that no man myght loke 
forthe aboue the hatches, by force of the whiche tempest we were 
fayne to strrke all our savles and droffe in the see as God wolde: 
and what for the grete erxe and noyse of tlie marvners and galv- 
ottes, and for the noxse and syghte of the idvous and ferefull 
stornre and tempest. there was no manihiattohe ans cet 
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nyght. Soone after mydnrght the grete tempest brganne to 
swage and wex lasse. Howbeit the wroughte sees tossrd and 
rolled vs rvght greuouslr. 


The nexte dave, that was the seconde daye of January, y" wynde 
seruvd vs metelr well, whiche dar we passyd br the evties of 
Velona and Duratzo, the cestell of Turneso, the crtie of Scutarim, 
and Budna, .xxx. mrle beronde Arasose, at whiche crtie of Budna 
endeth Albany and bryngeth Slauony, that is to say, Achaya and 
Dalmacia, and than next to Venysewarde is Crocia, that is pte of 
Dalmacia; than next is Hvstria, vf is an other parte of Dalmacia: 
and then the lond cf Venyce, and Hllericü is next to Venrvce of all. 

Anone after the entre into the Gulfe of Venyce we sawe the 
pornt of Capo of Apulia, where is the porte of Otraût, and the 
Mounte of Garganus, at the fote wherof is the cytie of Sepontus. 

The same euvnnynge x wynde come well and fresshelr in our 
way, wherwith we made right fast and swvfte spede: and aboute 
an houre within nvght we stroke sayle, to thentent to chaüge our 
sayle. puttynge on a lasse savle, brcause of ve derke nyghte and 
for that there arose tokens of foule wether, but by vt tyme st sayd 
sayle was strrken and v* other sayle fastned to y€ sayle verde 
the tempest rose so stronglr and sodenly ytit was not possrble to 
haue vp of sayle aven, and if it had ben sp we had ben in fer 
more peryll: and so we droffe in the see all that nyght in greate 
varest and fere, in so moche the pylgrrmes rose and sange sondry 
Antemps of oure blessrd Ladr and other after theyr deuocvon; 
and the tempest was so ferefull and greuous, and excedyd in out- 
ragvous blowynge so moche all other, that we all toke lesse reste 
yt nyghte than we dyde in any nyght before, and rekenyd our 
selfe in wondre grete daunger and peryll. 


The next mornvnge. Sondave, that was the thyrde day of 
January, we were as glad of day lrght as euer we were of any 
thynge in all oùr lvues: howbeit the tempest endurxd stvil. and 
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blewe excedrnglr moche what all that dave, but not rvghtlr in 
oure wave. lle sayde nvuhte. byfore we passed, bimresosc, 
wherof is wrrten more largelv in the articles of oure journervs out- 
arcs andarérustedito haue réched ton PIE MG la or our 
herboroughe the same nvght, but the wvnde was so scarse that we 
were put bak to 1e Yle of \fedzo .xi. mrle on this syde Aragase. 
Woereme@liNat, an ancre abotte ti). or .v. a cokent nyshtiiie 
same Sondave, wliche Yle of Medzo belongeth vnto tlie Arago- 
svues aforesayd; and there we lay that nyght. 


The nexte day, Mondave, in the mornynge, that was the ii. 
dave of Janvarr, we made savle, and passed the same forenoon 
aven by the Yle of Melvda aforesavd, whiche vle belongeth vnto 
the Pope. We founde the wynde in oure waye rvght plesauntlv 
and as best was for vs, wherof we were rrght glad and jovous, for 
we hadde of longe trme afore such contynuaunce of contrarvous 
wether that it was moche more comforte and gladnesse to vs to 
have suche wether as we hadde longe desvred and prarde for. 
We were also nowe passed ve londes of the Infideles, as of Turkes 
and Sarrasyns. and were comen into the londes of Cristendome, 
whiche also increased our joye and gladnesse right moche. 

The same Mondaye at afternoone there blewe verr moche 
wynde, but it was well in oure wave: howbeïit it was so outragyous 
that with a sodeyn blaste it rent asonder our sayle from the 
hvzhest pte to the lowest, and so fell to a wonders grete tempest 
avenst nyght, for the whiche cause we fell to an ancre bvtwene the 
Yle of Cursula and the marne londe of Slauonia, otherwrse Dal- 
macia, and so dyde the other 1j. galves of Traffigo in lrkewvse. 
The sayde Yle of Cursula is vnder the Venvsvans: there is a favre 
lrtell crtve, rrght strange, standvnge vppon the see, called also 
Cursula. This sayde tempest increased wonder moche, and soo 
contynued all the same nyghte, Tewsdave, and Wednysdave, .xij. 
dise, by ahthehiche reme thé y relnes clrafiee were tn 
grete pervil by reason of the savde te:ipest, and snecvally one of 
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theym, celled Conteryne, wliere oure companye wente into for 
thevr saafte at Curfoo, as my syr Christopher Paluesyn and other. 
The same savde galve, notwithstondinge she hadde oute ni]. 
encres, vet she fell in rakvnge, and so draggvd and droffe br force 
and vrolence of the sayde tempest, in suche wvse that they of the 
sayde galve, and ail that loked uppon therm, demrd theym loste: 
and the tempest was soo outragrous that no man coude come tu 
thevym to helpe theym: and ther indurvd in this daungerous 
rakynge almoste two nyghtes and one dav, br all the whiche tyme 
euerr man was in right moche heuvnesse for them and praved for 
them rvght hertelr. And as Almrghtr God and thevr good hap 
wolde, on Tewvsdaye in the nvght the rage of the sayd tempest 
pat thevm into a lrtell krrke brtwene .ïj. hylles at the shore: and 
wban thev were there within ther were in saafte and out of the 
rage of the sayd tempest:; and if the tempest had put them anv 
where besvdes the same crvke ther had ben loste vpon the shore, 
whiche we ail rekenvd for a grete myracle and thanked Almyghtr 
God for their escape. We fortuned to lve in a better place ard 
more out of the dynt of the rage nf the sayd tempest, or ellrs we 
hadde ben in lrke case or worse. 


Wednysdaye in the nrght, v' was .xij. dav, the tempest slaked 
and began fayre wether, and so contrnued Thursdaye all deve, 
that was the .vij. daye of Januarv, and Fryrdave. 


Saterdave, the .ix. daye, we made sayle, and a righte pleasaunt 
wyrnde with vs that indured all that daye. The same Saterdare, 
zboute one of the cloke at afternoone, we come to the towne and 
vle of Lesena, where is a stronge castell. The sayde yle of Lesena 
belongeth vnto the Venysyans; and there we toke hauyn, and 
Jave there Sondave and Mondaye all daye. 

Tewvsdaye erely the ij. galeves of Trafigo made sayle, at whiche 
tyme also we wayed our ancres, but by than the marvners coude 
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tourne our galve to the wynde, the storme stroke vppon a roke,in 
the morowe, tournvnge with suche vrolence y' with the jumpe and 
stroke of y° falle of ve galve to the rok the sterne, called the temon, 
sterte and flewe frome the hokes. and all thev thought none other 
but that the cors of the galve shulde in lxkewyse haue faller to the 
rok at the next surge of the see, and so haue ben loste; howbeït, 
brceuse that savd touchrnge was at the vttermoste poynte of the 
sayde rok, br socoure and helpe of the wynde we passrd the savde 
poynte without any more touchyng, and as soone as we were 
passvd the sayde poynte of the rok and suerlr clered of the same 
we fell to an ancre in the chanell there, for we coude savle no fur- 
ther, bevnge without sterne, whiche was a wonder grete grefe and 
trouble vnto vs, for the wrnde was thäne better in our waye thanne 
it was at any trme syns we come frome Jaffe and was so good that 
we coude not wrsshe it better: neuerthelesse we hadde no remedy 
but to recovle bak into the same hauvn, and «so by grete laboure 
and crafte of marynage we were towed ayenst the wrnde into the 
same hauvn,to thentent to set on our sterne there, called the 
temon, otherwyse called the rother, whiche rather, br suttell craîfte 
of à dyuer, was set perfaytiy in her place the same nrght. The 
sayde dyuer dvde all that busvnes bevnge vnderneth the water; 
howbeit the see was so rughe that he wente downe vnder the water 
JX. or.x. tymes or than he coude brrnge it aboute. And there 
the calme and contrarrous wyndes constrayned vs to lve stvll at 
the same Lesyna Tewvsdaye and Wednysdave all dave. 


Thursdave, äiij. of vs Englyshe men, with ij. other, bernge 
wery Of this longe journes, hvred vs a lytell grype, which we 
thoughte shulde haue passed more redely with vs than the grete 
galye; and so that Thursdave avenste nvght we departed frome 
oure galye in the bauvn of Lrsena aforesayd and toke oure grrpe, 
rowynge ayenste the wrnde. The same nyght the wynde blewe so 
moche ayenst vs thät we were favne to recoyle backe into a lvtell 
bauyn but .v. myle frome oure galye, aud there lave that nyght. 
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The same mornvnge, Frrdave, we, seynse the wrnde soo strfly 
avenst vs, and the patron of oure zrrvpe not hauynge nombre of 
ores accordvnge his promysse and couenaüte, for the whiche 
causes we fell in repentaüce of our hasty departrnge frome oure 
galve, and toke purpose to retourne agayne to the same; and so 
that same Frrdave in the mornrnge we come ayen into oure galve 
in the same hauvn there as we had lefte her: and there we lave 
strile Frrdave and Saterdaye.

Sondarve, the .xvij. dar of Januarr. at afternoone, notwithstond- 
vnge the contrnuall tedrous calme, we made sayle with right softe 
spede. The nvght folowynge the wynde somwhat amendyd. 


The nexte dave, Mondave, in tlie euvnnynge we fell to an ancre. 


The nexte mornynge, Tewvsdare, we made sayle aven and

Avenst nyrght the wrnde come so contrarrousiv that we were favne 
to fall to an ancre in the brode see, oute of any hauyn, at the 
poynte of the Yle of Nio, whiche pornte we coude not passe for 
skarsenes of wynde, and there we lave rollynge all that nyghte, 
and Thursdaye all day. The same nvght avenst dar we made 
savle, and hadde so esy wynde that lvtell were we furtherde therbr. 
This calme indured all that nyghte and Frrdaye all dave, in so 
moche we were foresayd to fall aven to an ancre at the pornte 
and promontorr of Corneo, at the entre of the Gulfe of Seyna, 
whiche gulfe is the entre into Ungarr. 


Saterdave we, seynge the wether drsposrd to a contynuall and 
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Jonge indurvnge calme, toke a boote there with ores and lefte oure 
galve, whiche we sawe coude not goa forwarde in that wether, and 
soo we passed byfore Pole the same afternuone, and there we sawe 
Rouijandes Castell. made after the facion of the Colvzco at Rome. 
The same Saterdaye we lave at a lvtell porte ealled Colonv. 


Miénnerxt mornvase.mMoondare. that nas the. day oi 
Jétaars Née come to Parensuto masse Aide arer driierre 
sade sayle and come to Countas Noua in Hrvstrva. seuen mvle 
frome Parens, and there we tarved all that daye. In the nvght we 
made savle and passed into the hyghe see, in so moche the nexte 
dave, Monday. it was almoste noone or we coude parecyue any 
lande, and anone after that we hadde svgchte of the moste glorious 
ENV EnTCe atherot mener neo  enrmonp Se 
Mondaye at nvght, that was the .xxv. dare of January and Con- 
uercion of sevit, Paule, ve come to \envce late in the nveht, 
wondre glad and joyous of our safe arvuage there, and thankyd 
Almyvghtx God, as we had good cause to do, that had sent vs grace 
to se ve blessvd places of his holy steppes ones in oure lyues. and 
bad also, by mrvracle of his oonly power, delruerde vs saafiv frome 
the parellvs and daungers that we had ben in, aswell amonges the 
Infidels, enemves of our fayth. as from pervsshrng in shypwreke 
in the see, whiche we often escaped bv his infvnvte grace and 
oonlv power, as is afore rehersrd in the accompte of our voyage 
homewarde, &c. And there we lave at Venvse vnto Sonday at 
nrght, that was the laste dav of January, to pforme oure vowres at 
the sevnt£ and holy places there, whiche occupred vs no shorte 
trme, and to puruey vs at our bankes of moner for our retourne. 

The same Sondaye at nyght, that was the sayde last daye of 
January, we toke our boote to Padua. and come thether aboute 
vi. or x. a clok the next morne, Mondaxe. that was the firste 
day of Februarv. and the same day we puruered vs hurses to hsre. 
Sa the next dave, Tewvsdav, that wes Candelmasse dave, after 
masses erly done, we toke our sayd hakney hinorses and rode to 
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\ymcenca, a crte vnder the Venvéians, to dyner, .xvii}, myle, and 
to Turre de la Confvn the same nvght. whiche is .xh]. myle. 


Wednesdar. the thirde dave of Februarr, to Verona to dyner, 
vu nelle viehe 15 à voudre arertie also sado themes 
cians. At this Verona. in the mrddes of the market jniece, standeth 
a quene of coper ouer gvlte. on hxghe vpon a fresshe rennvug 
condyt, whiche quene holdeth a seripture in her hande, savinge 
thus, “Est justi latnix vrbs hec et laudis amatrix.” There we 
sawe the grete and olde Colrseo, which is called there Rerne. It 
is meruaylous large, hvghe. and stronge, with grees of grete stones, 
and it js so sumptuous and so straunge a werke that it passeth fer 
my reason and vnéerstondynge to make any reporte of it, without 
Ï shulde apayre the fame therof: and the same nyght to Pvseare,
